THE TERRIBLE 
FATALITY AT CHEFOO. 


——_ 

THE several telegrams received 
from Chefoo during the last two or 
three days giving particulars of the 
terrible event that has just taken 
place there, will be read with 
sincere sorrow by all our readers. 
The first intimation of the sad 
event was conveyed to us by the two 
telegrams we published on Tuesday 
morning from our own correspondenb 
at Chefoo, This news was bad enough 
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but the fuller details received show 
that the worst was not then known. 
‘Twelve young, strong, and healthy 
lads, some of whom had already given 

romise of superior mental and intel- 
Fectual ability, havesuddenlybeen cut 
off by ptomaine poisoning. When 
intelligence of the first death, that of 
Gershom Broomhall, was telegraphed 
from Chefoo on Tuesday morning it 
was apnounced that he had died of 
cholera, which- perhaps was not to 
be wondered at seeing what havoc 
that dread disease has been making 
during the last few weeks. 

That which tends to make the 
matter more sad, if possible, is the 
fact that the parents of some of the 
boys who have died are in Europe, 
whilst others are far away in the 
interior of China, It has been a 
source of great satisfaction to many 
missionaries, whose duties have 
necessitated their living in distant 
parts of the Empire, that they 
have been able to leave their children 
at Chefoo, under the careful and 
conscientious care of teachers who 
spend themselves in every way pos- 
sible for the benefit of the children 
entrusted to them. Itis possible that 
some may be inclined to look with 
less favour on the schools because of 
this distressing calamity, but the 
position of such persons, we imagine, 
would be a very illogical one, for it is 
evident that the efficiency and use- 
fulness of the schools can be in no wise 
impaired by what has happened. 
It is worthy of note, that 
although so’ many Shanghai 
boys are being educated at Chefoo, 
yet the list of those who have lost 
their lives contains the names of 
only two boys who were from here. 

Everyone, we are sure, will deeply 
sympathise with the China Inland 
Mission, under whose auspices the 
Chefoo schools have had such a long 
and honourable career, having been 
for many years so’ conspicuously 
free from sickness, and gaining the 
increasing approval of all who had 
any knowledge of the way in which 
they were conducted, Physically, men- 
tally, and -piritually, these schools 
have given euneral satisfaction to all 
who have had their children educated 
there. Ibis but» short time ago that 
we noticed in our columns the very 
satisfactory reports by the London 
College of Preceptors of the examina- 
tions held at these schools in Chefoo. 
From these reports it was evident 
that the pupils of the schools, both 
gitls and boys, had made another 
successful appearance in a test con- 
dueted by a well-known examining 
body. From every point of view in 
fact, the schools are becoming in- 
creasingly adapted to the purpose for 
which they were founded, and this 
makes it all the more regrettable 
that anything should have happened 
which would in any way cast a 
shadow upon the progress and proe- 
pects of this asefal institution, 





That any blame is to be attached 
to those in charge of the school, we 
have no reason to believe. These 
unexpected and unspeakably sad 
occurrences happen in spite of every 
precaution, coupled with the most 
careful and conscientious _ super- 
vision, and we feel sure that the 
public investigation about to be held 
will fally confirm this view, and 
show that it was accidental. Every 
now and again we hear of such 
things happening although, as a 
matter of fact, it is but seldom 
that such terrible results follow as in 
the present case. 

We cannot, in this connection, re- 
frain from adding a word of sym- 
pathy for the teachers and others 
under whose charge and supervision 
the boys were placed. Such an 
overwhelming disaster, overtaking 
them so unexpectedly, must have 
been a source of poignant grief and 
sorrow to them all, second only to 
that which the parents and relatives 
of the deceased boys have been 
called upon to endure.

After his return to Shany- 
hai about the end of July, Mr. Burrett 
will proceed to Hongkong and Canton, 
and then to Australia and New Zealand 
by the way of the Philippines. From 
Australia he will return to Asia and 
visit India, Ceylon, Siam, the Straits 
Settlements, Java, and Indo-China. The 
ission of the Commissioner is chiefly a 
diplomatic one, involving negotiations with 
foreign countries for p:rti pti nin this 
World’s Fair, which the ited States 
Government and the Management of the 
Exposition itself intend shall surpass all 
other undertakings of this kind. Its total 
cost will exceed $25,000,000 gold. Al- 
though it is to commemorate the one- 
hundredth anniversary of the purchase of 
the Louisiana Territory in 1893, one of the 
most important events in American his- 
tory, it will not open until 1904, in 
deference to the wishes of foreign coun- 
tries which could not prepare worthy 
exhibits for 1903. The American Govern- 
ment is especially anxious that China 
should make a creditable exhibit, id the. 
Commissioner-General in co-operation with 
Minister Conger and the various United 
States Consuls hopes to make such ar- 
rangements with the Chinese Government 
that this end may be accomplished.

Buchanan had died at Pagoda Auchorage 
that morning of cholera. ‘This sad news 
will be received in Shanghai with the 
profoundest regret by the large number of 
this community who knew Colin Buchanan, 
for he was a general favourite, a man gifted 
with more than ordinary shrewdness and 
dry humour, ‘given to plain speaking, but 
charitable, just and generous in his treat- 
ment of all. Mr. Buchanan only left 
Shanghai on Friday last for a trip home, 
going down late at night in the tender 
placed at his di-posal by the Shanghai Tog 
Boat Co., to join the German mail at 
Woosung, and sailed in the Prinz Heinrich 
early on the morning of Saturday, the 5th 
instant. ‘The steamer called in at Foochow 
as usual, and soon after arrival at Pagoda 
Anchorage Mr. Buchanen was landed and 
sent to the hospital there suffering from 
cholera, where everything possible was 
done for him by Dr. Wykeham Myers, 
bat unfortunately without avail. Colin 
Buchanan was born and brought up at 
Dumbarton, and served his time in 
Denny’s yard. He came out to China at 
the age of 24 as fourth engineer of the 
Glenartney in 1869, Messrs. Jardine, 

€ Co. being then agents for the 
ine, and joiied the local employ- 
ment of thet firm, with whom he remained 
connected up to the time of his 
death, Mr. Buchanan went home in 1872, 
and came out to China again the following 
year as chief engineer of the Haining ; he 
went home again in 1878 and came out 
again the same year as chief enzineor 
of the Shunlee. In that expacity he 
served in the El Dorado in 1879, und was 
subsequently transferred to the Pechili. 
Tn 1880 Mr. Buchanan was appointed 
Superintending Engineer for the firm, and 
in 1886, on the retirement of Captain Drage, 
he was appointed MarineSuporintendent, a 
responsible post that he held to the last. 
This is a record that shows the estimation 
in which he was held by his employers, 
and one of which any ‘man in the pro- 
fession might have been proud. Mfr. 
Buchanan was married only recently, and 
his wife and infant child were travelling 
home with him in the Prinz Heinrich, The 
deepest sympathy is felt for his widow in 
the sad loss she has sustained.

General O’Moore Creagh, V.C., as Com- 
manding Officer has intimated that he is 
authorised by the War Office to issue 
arms and ammunition to the proposed 
corps of Volunteer Scouts when it is form- 
ally organised. 

We are informed that our German 
neighbours have ollicial notification that 
the first instalment of their indemnity will 
bo paid in July. It is stated that 40 per 
cent of the whole will be paid, and tha 
the recipients will have the option of ta 
ing a bank cheque in marks payable at 
sight in Berlin, or of accepting the equiva- 
Ient sum in local currency in China at 
the exchange of the day. We heartil 
congratulate our friends on this arrang 
ment; although absolutely not all that 
it might be, it is relatively a great im- 
provement on the British method of 
settlement.

has long been known that Mr. Thomas A. 
Edison has been experimenting with a view 
to the invention of « storage battery to 
enable automobiles to run 190 miles without 
recharging. To-day Mr. Edison announced 
that he had solved the problem. As soon 
as a 5,000 miles endurance test, which is to 
be started next weok, is completed, he 
will begin the manufacture of storage 
batteries for the use of automobiles, laun- 
ches, and street cars. The experiments 
with the new motor already made have 
been highly satisfactory. Tt is understood 
that Mr. Edison's invention will also greaty 
decrease the weight of automobiles.”

The plan pursued in the 
ease of the former was to have a spicy 
composition prepared by the author, Tsuda, 
and to submit it for the victim's inepeetion 
preparatory to publication.

JURISDICTION OF THE 
MIXED COURTS.

So far as we know there has been 
no official publication of the decision 
of the Diplomatic Body on the sub- 
ject of the jurisdiction of the two 
Settlements 2t Shanghai, and we are 
not aware of the channel through 
which whit purports to be that 
decision has been made public; we 
can therefore interpret the decision 
only as it has been published, and 
we feel that the Municipal Council 
are entitled to the thanks of the 
foreign community in urging that 
the subject be brought to the atten- 
tion of the proper authority in order 
that it might be clearly settled. It 
seems to us that the regulations which 








have been published, as embodying |“ 


the decision of the Diplomatic Body, 
can be interpreted with greater 
clearness in immediate connection 
with the two cases out of which arose 
the issue between the Consular Body 
and the Municipal Council, and a 
brief reference to those cases and 
where they would be tried, if they 
were to come up anew, will deter- 
mine in whose favour the Diplo- 
matic Body has decided the issue, 

‘The first case was that of a coolie in 
the employment of the French firm 
of Messrs. Ulysse Pila & Co, residing 
in the International Settlement. 
The coolie was charged with violat- 
ing a Municipal regulation of the 
International Settlement, and a 
warrant was issued for the arrest of 
the coolic for trinl in the Inter- 
national Mixed Court, but the 
Freach Consu!-General refused to 
countersign the warrant. Now in 
accordance with the decision of the 
Diplomatic Body it would be the 
duty of the French Consul-General 
to countersign such warrant, and the 
coolie would b+ tried in the Mixed 
Court of the International Settle- 
ment where the offence charged was 
committed. In the al case the 
contention of the Municipal Council 
has been fully sustained. 

‘The second case was that of a Chi- 
nese, residing on the French Conces- 
sion, who had applied for and obtain- 
ed from the French Mixed Court a 
warrant against a Chinese residing 
in the International Settlement, and 
the contention of the Municipal 
Council was that the Chinese resid- 
ing in the International Settlement 
should not be sent to the French Mixed 
Court without having a preliminary 
hearing in the Mixed Court of the 
Settlement in which he resided. If) 
assimilar case should come up again 
how would it be conducted} 
under the decision of the Diplomatic! 
Body? The answer to that question 
is given by the new regulation, which 























ling in the French 
ion would have to sue the 
Chinese residing in the International 
Settlement in the Mixed Court of 
the International Settlement; he 
coud not sue in the French Mixed 
Court at all, and the Diplomatic 
Body has gone further than the 
Municipal Council even, and decided, 
that in cases between Chinese only 
the plaintiff must sue the defendant 
in the Mixed Court of the settlement 
in which the defendant resides. The 
Council contended for a preliminary 
hearing, but the Diplomatic Body, 
fully sustaining the Council, decided 
that there shali not only be a 
preliminary hearing but a trial, 
Under the decision of the Diplomatic 
Body there is not a case that can 
arise when a Chinese, residing in the 
International Settlement, can be sent 
to the French Mixed Court for trial, 
except in the ease when a French 
citizen is plaintiff, and in all_other 
cases when a foreigner, not of French 
nationality, is plaintiff, the Chinese, 
whether residing in the International 
tlement or in the French Conces- 
sion shall be tried in the Mixed 
Court of the International Settlement. 

In the adjustment of the jurisdic- 
tion of the two Mixed Courts the 
Diplomatic Body has kept in view 
the principle of local government, 
for the regulations are no less explicit 
in providing that offenders against 
Manici 1d Police ordinances shall 
be tried in the Mixed Court of the 
Settlement in which the offence was 
committed. We congratulate the 
Municipal Council as well as the 
Consular Body that a clearer under- 
standing now obtains on what has 
heretofore been a somewhat tacitly 
understood agreement on this subject 
of mixed jurisdiction, and the Rate- 
payers of Shanghai have done well 
in making known their views on that 
subject. 







































THE LAND DISPUTE 
AT NINGPO. 
Gth July. 
doubt 


Maxy persons have 
followed with a consid 
of interest the diseu: 
been going on for some time in 
reference to_ the alleged appropria~ 
tion by the Roman Catholic Fathers, 
at Ningpo, of land which the com- 
munity claim to be public pro- 
perty. The various letters that we 
have received from “Campo” and 
other correspondents give, in our 
opinion, a very lucid and logical pre- 
sentation of the question from the 
point of view of the Ningpo com- 
munity, whilst the “Echo de Chine” 
has devoted several leading articles 
in defence of the Roman Catholic 
contention that the land in dispute 
legitimately belongs to the French 
Mission at Ningpo. 

On 23rd May of the present year, 
on the initiative of three well-known 


no 














provides, that in all such cases the 


residents of Ningpo, a publie-meeting 
was convened at that place. The 
Chairman in explanation as to 
why the meeting was called, 
asserted that a part of the public 
race course known a: the Great 
Northern Road was in danger of 
being appropriated by the Catholic 
Mission. The Committee had, it 
appears, secnred documentary evi- 
dence of a specific kind, which afford- 
ed conelusive proof, as far as they 
themselves were concerned, that the 
said lund was public property, and 
that consequently no private person 
had any right to appropriate it. To 
the meeting also this evidence ap- 
peared to be convincing and they 
decided by resolution to notify the 
Catholic Mission of the decision 
arrived at, and also that three gentle- 
men were to be appointed and 
empowered to remove the private 
boundary stones, as well as any other 
obstacles that might have been un- 
lawfully placed on the said public 
land. This action has not nonaturally 
provoked the opposition of those who 
consider, hily or wrongly, that 
they have a just and legitimate claim 
to the land. Hence the discussion 
which has been going on for some 
considerable time, but which it is to 
be hoped may, for reasons which need 
not be specifically referred to ab 
this juncture, be speedily brought to 
an amicable and satisfactory settle- 
ment. 

The facts of the case as supplied 
to us by an apparently well-informed 
correspondent at Ningpo are as 
follows :— 

In the year 1862 a strip of land 
40 fect broad, stretching from the 
Ningpo main river, across camps, to 
the Tsie Kie branch of the river, was 
surrendered by certain British sub- 
jects for public use and styled the 
Great Northern Road. Later in the 
same year a further road was con- 
structed branching out from the Great 
Northern Road in a westernly direc- 
tion. In 1865 the late Consul 
Fittock called upon British subjects 
to give reports of their land holdings 
specifying portions surrendered for 
public use. One at least of the re- 
plies remains in the archives of the 
British Consulate, giving a map 
drawn to scale of the said Great 
Northern Road. ‘The western por- 
tion of this road has been in recent 
years neglected by the public. 
Within the last six months the land 
upon both sides of the race course 
has been purchased by the Catholic 
Mission, and prepared for building 
purposes. Apparently ignorant of the 
public rights to this neglected portion 
of the road, boundary stones have been 
placed in the middle of it. Now it 
happens that recently the Standard 
Oil Company has also acquired land 
at the eastern end of the sxme road, 
and had stones placed upon the 
public ground. ‘The error was 

















pointed out to both parties. The 
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latter—a business company—at once 
removed their stones to the proper 
boundary limits; the former—a re- 
ligious body—ignored all remon- 
strance, either neglected or refused 
to produce their title deeds for in- 
spection, and have proceeded to fill 
in the disputed land with evident 
intention of building. 

The rights of the public and the 
error being committed were fully 
recognised by the Public Works 
Committee, which appealed to the 
only resident Consul in the matter. 
The Consul communicated upon the 
matter with his colleagues, the Con- 
sular Body in Shanghai, who replied 
that “the matter should be litigated 
in the proper courts by the parties 
interested. Thereupon the Public 
Works Committee, through its Chair- 
man (who happens to be the Com- 
missioner of Customs), wrote to the 
Catholic Mission asking that the 
stones be removed from the public 
thoroughfare. Bishop Reynaud re- 
plied, not to the Chairman of the 
Public Works Committee but to the 
Commissioner of Customs, to the 
effect that he could recognise no one 
inthe matter but the Taotai and the 
French Consul-General in Shanghai. 
It should be mentioned that applica- 
tion had earlier heen made by the 
local magistrate to the Catholic 
Mission to be allowed to see the 
deeds, but he had been told that 
they were not available, as they were 
at the French Consulate in Shanghai. 

Such was the condition of afiairs 
at the time when the public meeting 
was convened to consider what steps 
should be taken. It is worth put- 
ting on record, in this connection, 
that due notice of this meeting was 
given to the Catholic Mission, in 
order that they might have an op- 
portunity to present their side of the 
case if they should choose to do so. 
They did not, as we know, avail 
themselves of this opportunity, but 
after the gentlemen appointed and 
empowered to remove the obstruc- 
tions on the public road had per- 
formed their duty, the stones so 
removed were promptly replaced, and 
an attitude was tuken up which 
seemed to indicate that any further 
attempt on the part of the delegates 
of the public to remove them would 
be resisted by force, 

We deprecate the effort which has 
been made in some quarters to make 
this question either an international 
or areligious one, It is nothing of 
the kind. It is purely a case that 
has to be decided aceording to the 
evidence obtainable, irrespective of| 
the nationality and religion of the 
contending parties. There can be 
no justification for the assumption by 
the “ Echo de Chine” that the Ning- 
po meeting wus a British concern and 
as such anti-French, or that the 
odium theologicum had anything to 
do with it. The three gentlemen who

(3) The map therein enclosed, 
which professes to be a copy of the 
original map of the Great Northern 
Road, 1862. 

(4) The minute on the transfer of 
July, 1876. 

The words of Mr. W. H. Wilkinson, 
H.B, M. Consul at Ningpo who, of 
course, has had access to all the 
evidence obtainable, and who is there- 
fore in a position to give a fair and 
impar' eration to the whole 
qnestion, should presumbly be of 
some weight with our readers, He 
affirms that the fact that the western 
continuation of the Great Northera 
Road forms part of the road which 
stretches from river to river does not 
admit of any question. If this 
be so, we do not see why there should 
be any insuperable difficulty in the 
adjudication of the case on the part 
of all concerned. We are bappy to 
believe thatthis desirable consumma- 
tion is within measurable distance 
of attainment, as we are informed 
that the French Minister at Peking 
is sending his senior interpreter to 
enquire into the question of the dis- 
puted road, and to see if an amicable 
solution is not possible. This is the 
right step to take; a joint and friend-

‘As a help to our readers we are 
glad to be able to give them the plan 
of the land in dispute. We think 
that even a cursory glance at this 
plan cannot fail to bring conviction 
to the minds of all that the Ningpo 
community are undoubtedly right in 
their contention that the land claimed 
by the French Mission is pndeniably 
public property. And when in this 
connection it is remembered that the 
Chinese deed on which the Mission's 
contract was based contains a minute 


at Ningpo (a very full and repre-; stating that “8 mow 1 fun of the 


original area has becn cut off for a 
public road,” we do not see that 
farther evidence or proof is needed. 
This minute was written in June, 
1876 (when Messrs, Sassoon sold the 
land to the Chinese), and it affords an 
irreftagable proof of the justice of the 
view taken of the case by the Ningpo 
community. 





THE FILTER THEORY 


OF REFORM. 
ath July. 

Axsono the numerous forms of 
water-filter to the use of which the 
resident of the Far East is in a 
chronic bondage, is one which is a 
combination of a suction-pump and 
aforce-pump. There are two parallel 
tubes joined, in one of which is fitted 
a piston, the raising of which draws 
the water into its cylinder through a 
ball-valve. By pressing down the 
piston, the water 1s now driven into 
the other tube, into which is inserted 
a filter cylinder like a thick candle, 
which seems to be composed of some 
form of compressed mineral, ‘The 
water having nowhere elss to go, is 
forced through the pores of the filter 
cylinder, emerging through a nickeel- 
plated tube in a stream of pure water 
the size of a lead-pencil. By means 
of this invention, which is packed in 
a tin case useful for sterilisation, the 
traveller who arrives at an oriental 
mud-hole has only to screw on a tube 
(fitted with a stirrup to give pressure 
by the foot), insert the suction end of 
his tube in the water, pull and push 
the piston a sufficient number of 
times, and he is provided with 
the required amount of “germ- 
proof” water, pure and wholesome! 
This is one of those modern 
triumphs of mind over ma'ter (sup- 
posing it to work as represented) 
which are characteristic and indeed 
representative of what we mean by 
civilisation. Distillation with its 
wearisome delays and its insipid 
products is dispensed with altogether. 
‘Theoretically all that one needs is the 
mud-hole, a cup, and the filter, and 
the results are speedy, sure, and 
satisfactory. 
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In reading the description of the 
occidental contrivance we have been 
struck with its marked resemblance 
to the machinery by which the Chi- 
nese of tbe present period are en- 
deavouring to extract from the turbid 
waters of the West the indispensable 
fluids without which it is felt that 
China can no longer get on. Every 
country must have an army. China 
has had one for ages, the secrete for 
exercising which were guarded with 
scrupulous care. But Chinese armies 
“have invariably been foand wanting 
at the crisis of maximum stress, when 
in hostile contact eithee with the 
troops of Europe of with those of 
Japan. It is therefore necessary to 
adopt “Western methods” and to 
employ Western instructors for the 
Chinese recruits, which has been 
done on a large scale and for a 
term of years, with results to which 
it is not unlikely that we may on 
previous occasions have invited at- 
tention. ‘The idea seemed to be that 
while there is nothing essentially 
defective in Chinese ways except the 
results, that to get these it is needful 
to borrow the occidental recipe. The 
tube of the Chinese patent army 
filter was to be inserted in the 
martial pool of the West, an expert 
was to be employed to pull the piston, 
and at due intervals to depress the 
same. As a result it was taken as 
certain that out of the neat nozzle 
would soon be issuing limpid streams 
of well drilled, well equipped, well 
officered, and well seasoned platoons, 
companies, regiments, brigades, and 
army corps. Is has always been pro- 
verbial in China that good men do 
not take to soldiering, with the im- 
plication that conversely soldiers will 
not be good subjects, a generalisation 
amply supported by current pheno- 
mena, For this there are miny 
reasons, but perhaps the chiefest of 
them all is the “slag in the pay.” No 
Chinese military commander has 
done so much to remove the reproach 
that the per mensem four taels or 
so salary of the Chinese troops was 
subject to heavy discounts from the 
officers, as Governor Yuan Shih-k‘ai, 
and his have been and are by far the 
best soldiers that in our day China 
has seen, or’apart from his methods, 
is likely to see. He has made exten- 
sive and thorough use of German 
drill, but he has not committed the 
capital error of supposing that. mere 
Germanie evolu'ions will evolve 
Teutonic conduct. The externals of 
his army are still only the outside, 
and he has by no means been un- 
mindful of the interor aspects of the 
case—though labouring no doubt 
under great limitations from lack of 
support from other high officials, and 
perhaps at times from want of funds. 
The same error which in recent 
years has made most Chinese bodies 
of fighting men either ridiculous or 
contemptible, or both, has ruined the 
Chinese Navy, which has now prac- 


tically ceased to exist, The late Li 
Hung-chang has often been indis- 
criminately praised for his astuteness 
in getting together the materials 
with which China was to deferd her 
coasts against the world. Gun-boats 
there undoubtedly were, and many 
of them. They all had heavy and 
expensive guns, some of them covered 
with red “tarpaulins” bought at fif- 
teen or twenty dollars a yard, while 
the guns themselves were allowed to 
lie uncleaned after target practice, 
and to become useless in time of 
emergency. His Excellency appear- 
ed to suppose that he had only to 
insert the lower end of his naval 
filter tube in the dock-yards and 
the arsenals of Europe, and_ the 
result would be a Chinese Naval 
Fleet, quite free from the objection- 
able “ bacteria” and “ germs” which 
had hitherto undermined the con- 
stitutions of the gun-vessels of the 
previous . generation: 

HLE. Li knew that in Western 
lands increasing use was made of 
balloons to spy out the position and 
the movements of the enemy in time 
of war, Accordingly the aerial filler 
was called into action, and a large 
silk balloon made its appearance in 
Tientsin, where a special building 
had to ba erected for it, and where 
its trial trips caused fatiguing exer- 
tion to the muscles in the backs of 
the necks of crowds of spectators, and 
that was the end of it. In 1872 
Mr. Yung Wing took over to the 
United States a large shipment 
of the choice youth of China to 
be taught in Western ways, 
that they might return and regener- 
ate China. Other consignments 
followed, and the educational nozzle 
of the filter_was in brisk use for a 
long time. But one thing had been 
forgotten. “A thousand-mile horse,” 
says the Chinese adage, “ requires a 
thousand-mile man to ride it.” 
There were partly educated and most 
promising students hy the score, but 
lest they should be too successful 
they were recalled, and the pools of 
stagnant conservatism into which 
they were immediately plunged at 
once nullified and extinguished all 
the benefits of what had so laboriously 
been accomplished. And now after 
forty and more years of this filter 
experimentation, it is as we hear 
to be resumed ona larger and a more 
expensive seale, and with no apparent 
perception of the difference between 
mechanical filtration (or infiltration), 
and normal growth, by which the 
fluids of the earth are raised in the 
cells of plants and of trees to become 
vital sap. What China wants and 
must have is not n forced injection 
into Chinese channels of external 
modes and forms, but new impulses, 
an assimilation of new thought, the 
inser development of consciexee and 











character. She will never get it by 
patent machines, but only bya new life 
infused into her veins from without. 





OFFICIAL CONTROL OF 
THE CHURCH. 


8th July. 

Tue Imperial Chinese Govern- 
ment, annoyed, frightened, angered, 
perplexed, by so-called Church affairs, 
is adopting one method after another 
to secure the much-desired end of 
peace. To those at all familiar with 
the Chinese character, the Chinese 
officials in dealing with ecclesiastical 
affiirs seem to be flounderin 
around in the deep sea of political 
uncertainty, What the Government 
as such ought to do, and what it 
ought not to do, are apparently 
beyond their comprehension. They 
must do something, this they are 
convinced; and so they proceed 
forthwith in  self-appreciative con- 
fidence to elaborate a series of 
regulations. No one can surpass 
the literary Chinese in drawing up 
regulations; when this is done all is 
done. Practicality or practicability 
is extraneous to the literati of China. 
Real reform, in any line whatsoever, 
is for this reason if for no other a 
hopeless thing under the present 
régime. 

Hardly had Peking been relieved 
and occupied by the Allies, when Li 
Hung-chang, Chang Yen-mao, Chou 
Fa, and other mandarins all over the 
Empire, proceeded to discuss the 
management of the Church, and if 
we remember aright, Chow Fn was 
imperially designated not only to 
manage the matter of indemnifying 
the native converts in the Metro- 
politan province, but to manage the 
problem, through regulations, of 
establishing in perpetuity and for 
ever peaceful relations between 
Christian Chinese and other Chinese. 
From time to time have we had 
reported to us as to the conferences 
Chou Fu was having with the mis- 


’ | sionaries. Tentative regulations were 


drawn up and even applied. Accord 
ing to the usual fashion in China, 
other officials in other provinces 
drew up other regulations of their 
own devising. And yet the regula- 
tions, separately or altogether, do 
not cure, and are not likely to do so, 
The policy of the Government, in- 
cluding the Empress Dowager, has 
been to turn from a supposed purpose 
of exterminating or deving out all 
the missionaries to the sweet, lulling 
policy of patting them on the back, 
while still keen on blaming the 
native converts. Monseigneurs Favier 
and Jarlin, of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Peking, were promoted in 
mandarin rank and admitted to 
audience and to the diplomatic din- 
ners given by high Chinese officials. 
‘Then appeared an edict, calling Favier 
head of the Bishops, i.e, Archbishop, 
and appointing him to bring about 
peace between his Church thoughout 
all China and the Chinese people. 
If any man in that branch of the 
Church can accomplish something in 
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bringing about peace, that man is 
Mgr. Favier. The task is a much 
needed one, as well as most stupend- 
ous, and the Government contents 
itself by throwing the responsibility 
on his shoulders and making him 
“head of the Bishops.” 

There still remained the problem 
as to what should be done with the 
Protestants. True, as a rule, they 
give but little trouble, but they must 
be represented in some way. ‘To get 
all the Protestant Sucieties to act 
together and designate a man of their 
own would be impossible, and so 
at the fitting moment, on recom- 
mendation of the Foreign Office, 
the Throne seizes hold of Dr. Timothy 
Richard to fill the crushing gap. He 
is termed head of the Protestants, or, 
we are informed, as the Chinese 
phrascology literally means, “ Diree- 
tor-General of Protestant affairs.” He 
is not given as much power as the 
head of the Catholics, but the For- 
cign Office is ordered to go to him 
with the regulations they have al- 
ready drawn up and consult with 
him. His degree of power will largely 
depend on the amount he is willing 
to assume. 

We have no criticism to pass on the 
purpose of the Government to con- 
sult with Dr. Richard or any other 
missionary on the regulations to be 
made for managing Church affairs : 
but we are dubious of any rest 
from regulations first determ 
upon by the Chinese officials and 
then presented to a missionary for 
inspection, or so-called consultation, 
and we suspect the alaerity of the 
Empress Dowager to elevate a mis- 
sionary, Catholic or Protestant, to the 
highest heights in matters of far- 
reaching responsibility, What is 
needed is not any more regula- 
tions, but the reiterated stipulation 
and the faithful execution of the 
general princip'e of toleration, and 
the subsiding principle of mutual non- 
intermeddling, whereby ofticers of the 
Chareh shall be allowed tom: 
their own affairs, and officer: 
Government, in the same way 
be allowed to manage the af 
State. No missionary, be he an 
Archbishop or a Papal Legate, gifted 
ashe may be in mavasing the real 
aifairs of a Church, is able to ma 
the politico-disciplinary re!ations 
the Church, It will be well, indeed, if 
the Imperial Government in Peking, 
or officials in the provinces, should 
show a readiness to confer with leading 
missionaries, but it is another matter 
to make a missionary responsible for

If this be so, there is a lack 
of fitness. Why should missions be 
made a part of a treaty of commerce? 
And if missions are to be considered, 
why are missionaries left out from 
the negotiations? Any agreement 
to be acceptable must include the 
party specially concerned, It hence 
scems to be a wiser move on the part 
of the Central Government to consult 
with leading representatives of Pro- 
testantism and Romanism, and so far 
as regulations at all are to be made, 
to make them with the approval of| 
both official and missionary. It 
is easy to sce how Mgr. Favier, 
according to the organic structure of 
the Church of Rome, may be able to 
carry into effect regulations agreed 
upon, but we cannot see how Dr. 
Richard, according to the make-up 
of Protestantism, will be able to 
guarantee compliance with his ideas 
however good, or with regulations 
made by him and sanctioned by the 
Throne however reasonable. The 
most he can do is to persuade the 
Government to carry out its own 
obligations, to protect, to be tolerant, 
and to be just and honest, with no 
partiality to any particular religion. 

It would be interesting to trace 
the evolution of the idea that Mgr. 
Favier is head of the Bishops and 
Dr. Timothy Richard “head of Pro- 
testant affairs.” The idea having 
been evolved, the Empress Dowager 
may now expect quictness to rest in 
the land. Should there be failure, 
will she then proceed to degrade 
them in rank and take away all their 
titles and decorations? ‘Does any 
one know what is in her mind, as she 
puts the seal of approval on one mis- 
sionary after another, and daringly 
espouses a policy so progressive and 
friendly as the calling to her aid 
such men as Favier, Jarlin, Anser, 
and Richard? She is certainly play- 
ing well her game of friendliness to 
foreigners, diplomatic, mereantile and 
. The our is there:

HAIR PRESERVED AND BEAUTI- 
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DALNY. 
9th July. 

THE city of Dalny, the Russian 
Commercial Seaport in North China, 
the signification of which in Russian 
is “far away,” enjoys the unique 
reputation of having been established, 
created, and const.icted in accord- 
ance with an Edict of the Czar of 
Russia, promulgated just three years 
ago. It is situated in Talien’ Bay 
on the eastern side of the Liaotung 
Peninsula, exactly on the 39th 
degree of north latitude, facing the 
Bay of Corea, and is distant by rail 
45 miles north of Port Arthur. 


From the advance sheets of Con~ 
sular Reports kindly forwarded to us 
by Mr. Henry B. Miller, the United 
States Consul at Newchwang, we 
learn that the rwison d’étre for the 
erection of a city in this particular 
locality is set forth in the Imperial 
Russian Edict as follows :—" Our 
Empire, which comprises immense 
territories in Europe and in Asia, 
has been summoned by Divine 
Providence to contribute toward the 
friendly intercourse’ of the people 
of the Occident with those of the 
Orient. In attaining this historical 
object, we have had the friendly co- 
operation of the Emperor of China, . 
who has ceded to us the port of 
Talienwan and of Port Arthur, and 
has opened to us through his possess- 
ions an outlet for the great line of 
railway from Siberia to the Yellow 
Sea, “Thanks to this wise decision of 
the Government of His Majesty the 
Bogdokhan the extreme limits of the 
two continents of the Old World will 
soon be united by a continuous line 
of rails, which will secure to all 
nations the incalculable advantages 
of easy communication, and will bring 
new regions into the general develop- 
ment of trade. In our constant, 
solicitude for this undertaking of 
such general usefulness we have 
carefully considered what a position 
of importance the starting point of 
this line, Talienwan, will oceupy 
when the road has been constructed. 
As we declared at the time of its 
occupation that this port should be 
open to the commercial fleets of all 
nations, we have now decided to 
begin the erection near to it of a 
city which we shall call “Dalny’” 


As we have said, but three years 
have elapsed since the Czar of Ail the 
Russias thus expressed his will; but 
during this short period immense 
progress has been made in the build- 
ing of the city, there being some 
28,000 men engaged in the work. 
The work as a whole (as is usual 
when Ragsia has anything to do with 
it) is being done ina thorough and 
substantial manner, and all shows an 
honest and earnest determination on 
the part of the men to build a durable 
effective, and beautiful city. The 
estimated total cost amounts to 
35,000,000 roubles. 
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The harbour is one of the finest 
deep-water hariours of the Pacific, 
as il is free from ice, and ships draw- 
ing 30 feet can enter at low tide 
without any difficulty, and even 
without the aid of a pilvt. Their 
cargoes can be loaded directly into 
cars that run direct for 6,000 miles or 
more to St. Petersburg. Five large 
piers are being constructed of blocks 
of stone and cement weighing from 
20 to 50 tons. These piers will 
vary in widih from sixty to several 
hundred fect, and in length from 
a quarter of a mile to half a mile, 








and each will be supplied with 
humerous railroad tracks and im- 
mense warehouses and elevators, 


gas, electric lights and water. In 
addition to this, a large and sub- 
stantial breakwater is being con-, 
structed across the pier harbours, so 
that ships can lie at the piers and 
luad and unload regardiess of the 
weather, Docks for foreign vessels, 
steam and sail, will exrend between 
these piers and alongthe shore for two 
miles. Docks, piers, and anchorage 
for the Chinese native crafts will be 
in another portion of the bay opposite 
the native city, convenient to the rail- 
way line. ‘Two first-class dry docks 
are also being constructed. When we 
aid that the port is to be absolutely 
free, as no Custom Honse is to be 
established, that the moderate rates of 
Chinese Customs will not be charged 
on import and export, and that in- 
dispensable charges, such as tonnage 
dues, wharfage, and such like, will 
all be at the lowest rates possible, 
with the view to encourage and 
develop commerce, it is not difficult 
to prophesy that a great and flourish- 
ing future is in store for this out- 
come of Muscovite enterprise and 
energy ; in fact Dalny gives splendid 
promise of becoming, in due time, 
the most economical shipping port of 
the Orient and one of the greatest 
commereial points of the Pacific, 

‘The city, sever lig to the plan 
that is being followed in. construc- 
tion, is to consist first of the adminis- 
trative portion, which is builé ona 
small peninsula. ‘This portion of the 
city, which must bo drawing near 
completion, contains a great area of 
well-constructed strects_ and sub- 
stantial brick buildings, Immediate- 
ly baek of this is located the godowa, 
warehouse, large hong, and general 
wholesale section. ‘This portion cx- 
tends tothe docks and piers, and 
together with the administration and 
Chinese section covers the entire 
water front, Adjoining this is the 
retail and general mercantile section, 
and further off, towards the hills and 
on gradually sloping higher ground

The Chinese section 
faces on the bay, and is distinctly 
separate, with dock: and junk ship- 
ping adjoining. ‘The city will be 
lighted ly electricity, and a complete 
system of electric tramways is in 
course of construction. 

The population of the city is 
already about 50,000, most of whom 
are, of course, Chinese, but there are 
also many Japanese, Coreans and 
Russians, together with a sprink- 
ling of persons of other nationalities. 
About three miles from the foreign 
settlement to the south-east there is 
an excellent sea beach, which is to be 
arranged fir a summer resort. A 
suitable highway is to be made to 
connect it with the town, 

Tn regard to the government of the 
city, the management is to be by a 
Council elected by the ratepayers. 
‘Two of the persons ou this Council 
must be Russian subjects, and not 
more than two Chinese and two 
Japanese can be elected so as to sit 
in the Council at the same time. 
The water, light, and street-car 
service is to be apart from the con- 
trol of the town council. Russian is 
to be the official language of Dalny ; 
the official papers and work are to be 
in that language, and any persons 
who may not be acquainted with 
the Russian language must send 
communications and complaints in 
either Chinese or English, the cost 
of translations into Russian to be 
borne by such persons. All business 




















transactions will be conducted 
through the medium of Mexican 
dollars. Foreigners are authorised 


to own land, and Chinese can do so 
in the European Settlement, under 
the condition that they build in 
European style and are governed by 
the sanitary and other regulations. 
Land is to be sold by auction as soon 
as lots are graded and the strect 
completed. 

‘The Chinese Eastern Railway, 
which terminates at Dalny, is com- 
pleted north to Harbin, where it 
connects with the Central Man- 
churian Railroad: this road is com- 
pleted east to Viadivostock and west 
to Kaidaloo, where it connects with 
the great Siberian Railroad, which 
has heretofore carried its traffic to the 
head of navigation on the Amur, thence 
down this stream to Harbarovsk, and 
south by railroad to Viadivostuck. By 
the Central Manchu and the 
Chinese Eastern Railways passengers 
will be able to pass direct from Daloy 
to St. Petersburg. The Russian 
Minister to Peking, some time ago, 
passed over this route, doing the 
whole distance of over 6,000 miles in 
twenty-one days. It is intended to 
run fast trains with excellent car 
vice every three or four days. Lake 
Baikal will be crossed by steamers 
carrying the trains. ‘The through 
rates, we presume, will be made as

The Chinese Eastern Railway 
Company, under the direction and 
with the support of the Russian 
Government, is not only building the 
railroad and the port and town of 
Dalny, but it is already engaged in 
the steamship service, and has over 
twenty steamers in the China service 
doing business at Port Arthur 
and Dalny. This number will be in- 
creased, and larger and better vessels

sed away on Saturday in the country and 
in the capital where for thirteen years he 
tas laboured so unweariedly aud successfully 
to make stilleloser and more cordial those 
natural ties which link together the two great 
English-speaking communities of the globe. 
Tord Pauncctorie's olicial career was long 
and varied, but it is essentially the last an 
most important period of it which he spent 
iu America that will secure for him an 
henourable and conspicuous place in the an- 
nals of British diplomacy.

Though Saturday, owing to the Rocham- 
‘peau celebrations, was ushered in as a day of 
festival in Washington, it closed in mourn- 
ing when the Ambassador's end became 
known, Besides the general manifestations of 
sorrow, our Washington correspondent notes 
as significant various smal] departures from 
the received etiquette in these matters which 
show how real and genuine is the condolence 
af the Teaders of the American people. |B 
direction of President Roosevelt the Secretary 
of State has made the offer, unprecedented 
hitherto, of a national ship to bring Lord 
Pouncefote's body back to England. ‘The 
funeral on Wednesday-is to be in the nature 
‘of « State oeremonial, and the President, 
by another innovation’ on received custom, 
will attend it in person. ‘These marked and 
graceful tributes on the part of Mr. Roose- 
velt are only the outward and visible signs 
of wide-reaching American esteem. 

We quote from the “Standard” of the 
same date part of an equally laudatory 
and appreciative article :— 

It is a common superstition that a 
Diplomatist, like a poet, must be born, 
not made. The veteran who has now 
passed away from his labours and hon- 
Ours no doubt owed his efficiency to 
innate faculties of an exceptional kind. But 
ie found his way into the charmed sphere of 
Foreign Office employment by a round-about 
path. He might have been less capable of 
dealing with the rougher passages of Ame 
can politics if be had been denied his prelimi 
ary apprenticeship in Colonial, work. The 
fact that he was born in Munich, and edu- 
cated, toa great extent, in France and 
Switzerland, may be taken'as giving him the 
cosmopolitan cachet. But to have been At- 
torney General in Hongkong and Chief Jus- 
tice of the Leeward Islands were more sub- 
stantial factors in the making of the future 
‘Ambassador. Fifteen years of service at home 
jn either the highest, or almost the highest. 
permanent officials who control our Colonial 
and Foreign relations, added _bureaucra- 
tic experience to direct acquaintance with 
men and things as they are in everyday prac- 
fice. His career was rather that of a French 
Minister of Foreign Afairs under the 
‘can régime than one ordered on ‘he stricter 
model of Downing Street. There are more 
‘ways than one, happily, of breeding m-n to 























apy one feature with more satisfaction than 
another, it would, we imagine, be the use he 
made of his opportunities to promote concord 
between nations. 

Although by the death of Lord Paunce- 
fote one of the ablest and most tactful and 
successful of our diplomats has been re- 
moved from the sphere of action, we can 
hardly go with the “Daily Telegraph” 
when it asserts that with him the last of 
the great ambassadors has, disappeared. 
Te says:— 

Down to comparatively few years ago the 
policy of this country had the priceless ad- 
vantage of being represented in at least four 
of the greatest capitals in the world by a 
group of diplomatic figures as distinguished 
a3 we ever possessed. Now all are gone, and 
the ultimate loss to national interests is so 
serious a matter as to suggest some reflections 
upon the present position of affairs in one of 
the most important branches of the public 
service, It is a common and a crude error to 
suppose that in the era of telegraphic com: 
munication the personality of our Ministers 
is no longer a factor of vital consequence. 
Oa the contrary, 2 modern Ambassador, when 
his office is rightly filled, is more valuablo 
ta his Government than in any previous 

tiod. He is something very far from a 

formal speaking-tubs. between, one Horcign 
Office and another. The fact that intercourse 
is more immediate, and throws the burden of 
actual responsibility almost caclusively ‘upon 
the Cabinets instead of upon the Embassies, 
makes it needful that the Envoy should be a 
masterly interpreter of the environment in 
which he moves for the benefit of the states- 
men to whom he reports. A diplomatist who 
gouges the true drift and strength of new 
currents in the opinion round him, penetrates 
to the reality of sentiments through all the 
conventions “of demeanour, and has the 
character and standing of foreign politicians 
and Ministers at his finger ends, can render 
impiense services to his principals. Of the 
soundness of this view the career of Tord 
Pouncefote himself was a classic example. 


‘Tho “Pall Mall Gazette” gives the fol- 
lowing appreciative notice of the great 
ambassador's death :— 

Lord Pauncefote’s death is a calamity to 
two nations, and Mr. Hay has fully expressed 
it in the simple but eloquent telegram of con- 
dolence which he sent to Lord Lansdowne. 
“His Majesty's government,” said Mr. Hay, 
“has lost a most able and’ faithful servant, 
and this country a valued friend.” ‘There is 
no exaggeration, and there is perhaps no elo- 

juence in such a statement, except that in 
this instance the bare truth is eloquent as no 
rhetoric could be. Lord Pauncefote had come 
to be considered as a common friend by both 
nations, though this country never had amore 
faithful servant. His ideal was to promote 
peace without ‘the loss of honour, and he 
strived, not without success, to attain it. He 
has fulfilled his task so well that it will not 
be able to replace him. His diplomacy was 
of the subtlest kind, because it seemed so 
open and simple. Yet he never tried to take 
his antagonist at a disadvantage. He was a 
master at the game, and yet always retained 
the respect and admiration of those with whom 
he contended. When Lord Pauncefote went 
to the United States as Ambassador the 
task before him was the most difficult, that 
could be imagined. Tord Sackville’s indisere- 
tion had provoked American anger to asome- 
what alarming degree, and the action of the 
United States Gorernment was not calcula- 
tel to soothe popular opinion in this country, 
It is only true to say that the relations be- 
tween the two countries at that time were 
more strained than they were a few years 
later, when Mr. Cleveland's letter to Congress 
roused this country to a dangerous pitch of 
anger. Quarrels between friends are always 
the most difficult to adjust, and the peace- 
maker has a most inevitable task. Lord 
Pauncefote accepted it with equanimity. He 
was strong, and therefore he could afford to 
be mild and anmarently indifferent. But » 
more capable diplomatist never served 
his country, and his loss is one which in a 
sense may’ he described as irreparable. Be- 
cause he was successful his name was not so 
popular, perhaps, as those of some others 
who have attained greater notoriety simply 
because they have uot been able to make 




















‘We have only space for one more ex- 
tract from the much matter on this sub- 
ject to choose from. ‘The “Daily Chroni- 
cle” says:— 

Under Lord Pauncefote’s Ambassador- 
ship England and America came closer 
together than’ at any time during their 
separate histories, and much of the credit 
for their improved relationship should go 
to his persoual influence. He came to 
occupy a position in the United States 
such as no foreign Ambassador had ever 
attained before. He liked Americans and 
they liked him; he was the doyen of the 
Diplomatic Corps, and had a knowledgo 
of tho American character, American 
politics'and American instutions that Mr, 
Bryce might have envied. In a post of 
quito exceptional difficulty and among a 
people and politicians little given to res- 
Pecting the conventions, Lord Pauneefoto 
always’ managed to preserve his own 
dignity and his country's. His instinct 
guided him unerringly through the quick- 
sands of American polities ; his patienco 
never gave way ; his humanity and essen- 
tial fairness won him the respect and 
friendship of men so utterly dissimilar as 
Blaine, Foster, Olney, Sherman, and Hay. 
He was singularly free from the “con- 
descension ” which Americans complain of 
in Englishmen; he met them as man to 
man, in the broad spirit of equality that 
they’ like. 


The visit of M. Loubet to the Russian 
Capital and the renewed affirmation thero 
of the alliance of France and Russia has 
been brought to a conclusion. The return 
of the President has naturally called forth 
a good deal of comment, some of which is 
of a speculative nature, as to the re- 
Sult of the international courtesies so far 
‘as the political situation is concerned. 
The.“ Times” says:— 

Tho situation which awaits President 
Loubet on his return is peculiar. To-day 
M. ‘Waldeck-Rousseau will officially an- 
nounce his intention to retire, and the 
resignation of the Cabinet will be placed 
in the hands of the President before Sun- 
day, when the new Chamber meets, Who 
are to succeed the Ministry which has 
governed France with so much credit to 
its members and with such advantage to 
the country, for the very exceptional 
period of nearly three years, remains to 
be seen. M. Combes, a member of the 
Senate, whom M. Loubet has had oppor- 
tunities of observing when he was Bresi- 
dent of that body and M. Combes held the 
portfolio of Education, is spoken of as « 
possible successor to the present Primo 
Minister. He might be able to form a 
Cabinet, it seems to be thought, composed 
mainly of Radicals and Radical Socialists, 
with a certain. number of Moderate 
colleagues. A fusion between the two 
former groups is regarded as probable, and 
united they would be strong enough to bo 
tho backbone of a Ministerial party. 
Other candidates are mentioned, and it 
is impossible as yet to forecast their 
chances. Whoever inay be the new rulers 
of France, the President has pointed out 
to them the path true patriotism bids 
thom tread. In his first: considerablo 
speech on again touching French soil, as 
in his last speech before he quitted it, he 
has again dwelt in carnest and impressive 
words on the duty of Frenchmen of all 
parties to temper the domestic quarrels 
which, as he told them, looked so small 
when viewed from abroad. 

The “Standard” of the same date has 
tho following kindly remarks, and appre- 
ciation of the good advice given by the 
President to his people on his return 
home :— 

Tt is easy to imagine how strongly the 
Kindly simplicity of the visitor appealed 
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to the regard of his Imperial hosts. Well 
may he have claimed, in reviewing the 
events of which he had formed so large a 
part, that his journey had the result of 
Grawing closer’ the ties of affection and 
interest between two powerful nations. 
If the sentiment has become something of 
a commonplace, it acquires eloquent 
meaning as a record of personal impres- 

ns. ‘There 
truth in the moral which the ‘President, 
on the eve of resuming the duties of his 
office, deduces from the proofs given of 
Russian friendship. They should deter- 
mine Frenchmen to cease or, at least, to 
moderate their domestic quarrels. The 
points of difference among Frenchmen are 
comparatively trivial, and in promoting 
tho material and moral well-b ing of their 
country all citizens may find a common 
field for study and effort. We can only 
trust that the President will discover,

The “Economist “ for the last, day in 
May says :— 

President Loubet's triumphal progress 
is at an end, and he has come buck to the 
business—the routine business in the 
Third Republic—of arranging a change of 
ministry. Never was a” Republican 
official So royally welcomed as he has been. 
The Car and the Russian Court have 
dono him all the honour that_n crowned 
head could have looked for. No French- 
man need think ang longer that France 
has given Russia more in tho way of 
cordial welcome than Russia has given 
her, The object of the Imperial Govern- 
ment seemed to be to prove the exact 
contrary. The two Powers have visited 
ono another as equals, and interchanged 
courtesies as equals. If there was a time 
when the Czar was disposed to think little 
of his new ally, that time has passed. The 
alliance between France and Russia is an 
alliance between Powers having common 
objects and common means of carrying 
them out. There is no place in it for 
patronage. Where their common interests 
are concerned, one counts for as much as 
tho other. 


The papers of all shades of political opi 
nion comment very fully on the speech re- 
contly delivered by Sir Henry Campbell 
Bannerman at a Liberal Meeting at Dar- 
ington, in which he defended the atti- 
tude he had taken with regard to the war. 
He also animadverted on the great in- 
creaso in expenditure, condemned the 
corn tax in toto, and stigmatised the Edu- 
cation Bill as a pandering to the ecclesi- 
astical party at the expense of educa- 
tional interests. ‘The “Standard ” says: 


Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman’s en- 
larged patriotism would consider that the 
honour of the nation is not worth vindi- 
cating unless the work can be performed 
at a very moderate figure. On the same 
principle, no doubt, our ancestors would 
have declined to oppose the Military 
despotism of Buonaparto if they could 
only have foreseen the enormous cost of 
the operation. ‘This kind of parismony 
was nob deemed Statesmanship a hundred 
Ferrs ago, nor does it deserve the name 
to-day. The theory that it should be the 
foremost aim of Ministers to run a great 
Empire on the cheap, is not the Iast word 
of political wisdom. Nor are Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman’s lamentations about 
the possible effects of the Corn-tax moro 
convincing.

necessary precautions. ‘Through the wil- 
lingness of the Taotai instructions given 
itten by one of the mission doctors 
are being issued and placarded in the 
city. 

Postponed Festivities. 

As in all other places the festivities in 
honour of the Coronation did not take 

lace, ‘Tho houses in the Settlement bade 

fair to present a very gay .nd holiday ap- 

pearance by the abundanee of decorations, 
but of course these things kad to be put 
aside for a future time which we hope is 
not far distant. 


Rising of the River. 

There has not heen much rain in the 
vicinity but the river Han has suddenly 
gon eight or cen feet; this is probably 
due to rain in the higher provinces. 

The Imperial Post Office. 

Foreigners living outside the British 
Settlement are having trouble with the 
Imperial Post Office. ‘This office refuses 
any longer to forward foreign mail n.atter 
freo of chargé as it has been doing for the 
last few years. 

All mail matter from abroad has to ve 
restamped before it can be forwarded. 
Some of the poor sufferers at Kuling have 
had to pay a tax of twenty cents per let 
ter hecauso their mails were not previous- 
ly stamped at these extra rates. One's 
first idea was that the four cent postage 
from England had made the difference, 
but the other day a letter was returned 
that had the usual twopence-halfpenny 
stamp.

Three Local Boxers. 

For many years past some few of the men 
of muscle in these parts have made a pro- 
fession of the science and art of self-defence, 
and have endearoured to teach it to certain 
pupils for a consideration. One such pro- 
fessor of bosing, well-known to mysel 
anything but a’ ferocious character. Nor 
was the profession at all disreputable or 
illegal until receutly. Indeed the “ Peking 
Gazette” of 5th November. 1898, contains a 
decree of the Empress Dowager, ordering the 
formation of boxing leagues everywhere, 
“to tum the whole realm into an armed 
camp in case of need.” But this decree 
having been the genesis of the world-famed 
Boxer movement (with a big B), and that 
movement a costly failure, all such practices 
are now illegal and “the art of self-defence’ 
no longer “noble” but the reverse. 

Indeed three men of the neighbourhood, 
having been caught in the act of boxing 
performances, whether with nefarious intent 
or not, have been haled to the yamén of 
our respected prefect; heaten, it is said, 
several thousand blows, and ordered to 
wear aheavy triple cangue for a month. 
‘They are now on exhibition either at the 
gate of the prefect’s yamén, or on circuit 
through the streets of Hankow, as a warn- 
ing to others; and to emphasise this warn- 
ing a big proclamation has been issued with 
probibitions and threats. Such severe 
measures, while perhaps in excess of the 
deserts of the three Boxers, will be an 
effective deterrent against any possible 
outbreak of local boxing such as might 
assume dangerous proportions by and by. 























KUANGSI. 
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Kueilio, 25th June, 
Reliable Information. 

Since last writing I have been able to 
fearn some more definite news, which I now 
send. It is absolutely untrae that Liu- 
chow is in the hands of the rebels, or that 
they are marching ou Kueilin. The only 
news that Tean hear about Liuchow, ex- 
copt that there is no trouble there, is’that 
the new Da; somewhat of a wild 
individual, ive., if reports are true, He 
makes might inspections of tie place in 
mufti, and if he dovs not hear compti- 
mentary sp: eches the speakers hear about 
it the next day, and often pay the penalty 
with their lives. The soldiers he is reported 
to be treating in the seme way. 

It may be remembered that some time 
ago aTaotui named Yuin Kony-tao left her: 
th about two hundred soldiers for Nan- 
by river. He apparently did not get 
there, but finding his duties too onerous 
is reported to have committed ‘suicide at 
Laipinghsien, In any case ¥e is dead, and 
his soldiers have returned to the c»pital. 
This event may have given rise to the 
rumour that the troops were in  fuli 
flight for Kueilin, the two hundred also 
yrowing into thousands. 


Movements of the Rebels. 

As nearly as one can make ont the 
rebels were repulsed from Nanning some 
time ago. Avyway the city is perfectly 
safe now, and is in daily communication 
with this place. ‘The rebels then seem to 
have retired west towards Lungchow, In 
that dis:riet they are doing pretty much ax 
they like, and matters are certa 
rious. A’ few days ago the Commissioner 
of Customs xt Lungchow is said to have 
wired to the Governor saying that more 
troops must 1. sent. Also the French 
Consul there has heen wiring home repre-

senting the gravity of the situation, which 
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has led to enquiries at Peking, and natur- 
ally to no small stir here. ‘There is an 
urgent demand fer more troops to be sent 
to that dis'rict, but Ido not know where 
they are to come from. Certainly not 
from here, for there are only abont « thou- 
sand troops in all Jeft in the plies, Ea- 
fistment seems to drag. Perhaps Canton 
may be able to supply the defi-iency, but 
whatever plan is adopted it takes a’ good 
many weeks for troops to reach the 
extreme western limit of the ‘ Broad 
West.” I also hear that French aid has 
been offered Lut naturally, and perhaps 
wisely, has been declined. 


The Rebellion in the south-east. 


About the other rebellion around 
Yulinchow in the south-castern section of 
Ruangsi Ido not know much. ‘This has 
been more or less elxonic for some years. 
In the past it has been temporarily settled 
either by guile or by payment, never by 
complete defeat, hence it has become quite 
hardy annual. In reading the reports of 
it is necessary to 
carefully distinguish between these two 
sections, Ide vot know that there is any 
connection between the two. The back- 
hone of that in the west is composed of 
deserters from Marshal Su's army. ‘That 
in the routh- ast consists of mountaineers 
and marau'ing bands, 
A Chinese College. 
To tun to more peaceful topics I may 
mention that the Tiyong Hsiontang has 
taken on a new lease of life. It was open: 
ed three years ago in very commodious 
buildings just. outside the Wen hang Men, 
at the junction of the Little River with 
the main stream of the Cassia River. 
From the commencement English of sorts 
has been tsught and mathematics, as well 
as Chinese literature. Last year the 
institution sufferrd the loss of its English 
master through drowning, and ~ its 
mathematical master through death, It 
fhereforo was undera cloud and so the num- 
ber of its pupils dwindled. Now however a 
distinct advance has been made, More 
students are to bs taken, in fact up to 
tivo hundred and tarenty, selected from 
the whole province by compstitive ex- 
amination. This has lately been held, when 
over a thousand students presented them- 
selver, One hundred and sixty were 
selected. The remaining sixty places aro 
reserved for applicants from the four 
Western Prefectures, at present prevented 
from coming by the disturbed state of the 
country. Anew staff has heen engaged, 
all Chinese, and the College is to open in 
a day or two. The students are divided 
into three grades and receive one, two or 
three taels per mensem necording!y, and 
their food from the Government. 
Educational Matters. 
j Speaking of eduestional mattors lends 

me tw say that the Roman Carholie Bishop 
has opened a school for teaching French, 
and is taking two dozen pupils. It is 
probably only lack of opportunity that pre- 
vents him from taking many more, for the 
demand for Western knowledye’ is con- 
siderable. Probably it the other mis- 
sionaries listene to the repeated requests 
there would be no difficulty in quickly 
filling a school. However so far none 
have seen the way open for such an un- 
dertaking at the ¥ery commencement of 
| work in this city. 


{ First Christian Converts 

Last Sunday saw the admission by 
haptism of the first two converts into the 
Christian Church. One was previously 
a Mohammedan, who has been receiving 
| the Gospel for three years, a very bright 
sou-g man, The other was teaching. He 
has been under instruction for nearly a 
year, The service took place in the Hall 
df the Chinese Mission Society House and 
was witnessed by a good congregation- 
the Alliance Missionaries being also prey 
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sent, anda large crowd looking on in the 
court yard. Many will be glad to hear of 
these first-fruits in Kueilin.

Kuling storms are noted for their 
quick approach, but never has one come 
more suddenly or unexvectedly. To add 
to the distress the marquee proved not to 
be watertight and the cakes finally found 
shelter under the tables! But tho storm 
only lasted a few minutes and then the 
party was adjoumed to the Jarge hall of 
the School, and though tho artistic effect 
was ruined the refreshments were none 
the less palatable to the friends who came. 
‘There are Jess than 160 residents on the 
hill and of these 128 came to the party. 
‘The ground was too wet for the sports 
to take place, and it was regarded by all 
present as a fitting thing when the chair- 
man called the gathering to order and re- 
quested all to join in a brief service of in- 
tercession that His Majesty might speed- 
ily be restored to health. This service 
commenced with the hymn “God bless our 
native land” and ended with the Nation- 
al, Anthem, "Mrs. Da Jardia kindly pre- 
sided at the harmonium.

of the irrigation works of this plain are all 
right, but a large part of the farming land 
still depends for water upon the rains, and 
these this year are remarkably late. 


Recrudescence of “ Boxerism.” 
Favoured by conditions caused by the 
drought, “Boxerism” is making extraor- 
dinary headway in Szechuan, So far as we 
know, the first Boxers began their pro- 
paganda in a small way about the beginning 
of this Chinese year. Last month two 
battles took place between the Viceroy’s 
troops and the Boxers, the first at ‘Tszymg- 
hsien, less than three hnndred li away, the 
second near Anyohsien, not much farther 
away, in a slightly different direction 
Result in each case, victory for the Govern- 
ment troops, and ‘disaster to the Boxe 
A dozen were killed outright, others wouad- 
ed, and later twelve heads were exposed 
at two of the city gates of Tszyang. The 
Boxer cause was supposed to have been 
denlt asevere blow by these two actions, 
and so it was; but the outcome seems to 
have been a scattering of the seed, to sprin 
up with mushroom rapidity in ‘scores oi 
market towns and villages round, about, 
News comes steadily in of Boxer drills going 
on in the temples in all the villages, though 
not in the cities. They drill at night. Some- 
unintelligible gibberish is muttered by the 
leader, at the same time that he goes through 
with mysterious incantations; the subject 
suddenly falls in what appears like a swoon. 
Presently he jumps up of his own accord, 
or he may have to be assisted up, a huge 
knife or sword is handed to him, and he 
goes through all manner of twists ‘and con- 
tortions, better named antics, but. called by 
the Boxers “drill,” and this is his instruction 
in the proper method for “destroying the 


chureb,? and “exterminating the foreigner.” 
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Officials Profess Zeal 


in putting the Boxers down, and so far we 
have no reason to doubt their good faith, 
except that the cult seems to be making 
steady progress in spite of the two battles 
above mentioned, several beheadings, and 
two executions by slow torture. Rain is 
greatly needed, and will, when it comes in 
good measure, be one of the best discouragers 
of the Boxers, for the farmer who has to 
rush all day’ long transplanting rice has 
Vittle time or energy left for Boxer drill 
all night. 


Intelligent Chinese 

are already making gloomy prophesies as 
to the possible and even probable outcome 
of the present state of affairs, unless more 
radical and thorough measures are taken 
than have so far materialised. 





TAIYUANFU.

Very Grave News 
has reached this city of the disorders in the 
Kueihwach‘éng district, outside the 
Great, Wall. It seems that the Roman 
Catholic converts are very numerous, and 
as they have not yet received the sums 
allotted for compensation, are indemnify- 
ing themselves at the expense of their 
neighbours. ‘There are no fewer than 600 
law suits unsettled and they are increas- 
ing continually. ‘To all attempts to pacify 
the Catholics, the answer is, “ Whero is 
our indemnity. It was promised two years 
ago and we have not got it yet; we are 
itungry and naked, and if our indemnity 
is not paid we must indemnify ourselves.” 
‘To make tho matter more. serious the 
Roman Catholic priests complain that the 
amount agreed to for compensation is by 
no means adequate, that instead of Tis. 
200,000, the sum which has been agreed 
to, a sum of a million taels is really neces 
sary. In consequence of this the French 
‘Minister has sent an urgent message to 
Governor Ts‘én representing the necessity 
of reopening the question, and to-morrow 
ELE. Shen Taotai leaves for Peking to 
seo what settlement can be made. 
Who is to Blame? 

Tt would, be quite unfair without full 
and adequate knowledge of tho whole caso 
to blame either the Catholic priests or 
the .Shansi officials, but while, without 
express evidence to the contrary, it may be 
assumed that both priests and officials aro 
anxious to settle the question, the gravity 
of the situation can hardly be over-exag- 
gerated. If the matter is not settled be- 
fore long it is to be feared that there will 
be another general uprising against 
Christians and foreigners, such as the 
officials will be unable to quell, and in 
that case, in spite of the reported good 
reputation of the Protestant Christians, it 
is more than probable there would be an 
indiscriminate slaughter. 


Unsatisfactory Condition of 


Shansi. 

If is were not that Governor Ts‘én is a 
strong man and rules with a firm hand 
life in Shansi would be impossible. As it 
is the province is full of discharged 
soldiers, natives of other provinces, who 
although sent out of Shansi, have found 
their way back again, and commit continual 
dopredations against travellers. A few 
months ago, while an escort was always at 
our service, we were assured it was not 
necessary, but now we have been earnest 
ly requested not to go anywhere out of 
‘Taiyuanfu without one. 

The Drought 


still confinues, especially in the southern 
half of tho province, and it is probable 


| 





that in the autumn famine will be added 
to our other evils. 


A Firm Governor. 

‘To-day two of the missionaries were on 
the street, and noticed a small crowd. 
Some police, armed with rifles were stand- 
ing there, and shouted to the people to 
stand back, which they did most respect- 
fully. On their return the missionaries 
discovered the cause of the excitement. 
An execution had taken place outside the 
‘West Gate, and the head of the victim was 
lying on the ground, previous to being 
suspended in a cage. The unfortunate 
man was a servant in the telegraph office, 
and it was asserted that at the Dragon 
Festival, on the 5th day of the month, ho 
had sought for presents from certain mer- 
chants who habitually used the telegraph. 
It is not credible that this was the only 
fault, but whatever tho causo the man 
had been treated with great severity, and 
his execution had been so prompt and 
summary that his father who happened to 
be on the street, did not know it had taken 
place, although he knew his son had 
been arrested. This illustrates the firm- 
ness of the Governor's rule, and it cannot 
bo said to be unnecessary. 

A Party of Swedish Missionaries 
passed through here two days ago. They 
had been robbed, and one of the party 
wounded, near Hwailu in Chibli. The es- 
cort which should have accompa! 
them had followed them and taken a 
other road, so that they were defenceless. 
In the present state of Shansi it is better 
to suffer some delay than to start without 
‘an escort, and would it not be wiser to 
wait a little longer before ladies and chil- 
dren enter this province. This advice may 
be distasteful to some, but those who aro 
sending ladies and children here are ace 
cepting a very grave responsibility, and 
it is mistaken kindness to conceal the dan- 
gers that undoubtedly exist.

The Peitaiho Sanatorium. 

Within the Inst week or ten days we 
have had a few very small showers 
which have cooled the atmosphere, mode- 
rated the dust, made living more endur- 
able than it ‘was, and had something 
to do probably with the improved healt! 
reports. The conditions were so trying 
the earlier part of the month that many 
began. to long for, the cooling, breezrs 
of Peitaiho. The few that could get up 
there for a few days found great benefit in 
the change, and reported things there so 
pleasant, barring the charred and broken 
remembrancers of the past, as to set others 
a-longing to go. About 20 houses have 
been rebuilt, and these so far as not ab- 
solutely needed by the owners for their own 
use are finding a ready rental. As con- 
fidence is being restored, it seems likely 
that a large amount of building will be 
done there next year, especially if there 
is a good prospect ‘of the indemnities 
being paid soon. The cost of labour 
and material is considerably above what 
they were when the place was first oc- 
cupied, and will be higher next year if a 
large number of houses are erected. But it 
is certainly a very fine health and rest 
resort for this part of North China, and is 
sure to be availed of more and more. A 
few days of rest and sea bathing there does 
one alot of good. In passing over the road 
now and recalling the same journey when 
made several years ago, oe can but be 
struck with the very considerable increase 
in the cultivation of the poppy plant. ‘The 
amount of land thus cultivated must bave 
nearly doubled in these few years. As to 























ward from lack of rain, but the small 
spears of grain have a healthy appearance 
indicating good roots, and they will soon 
show a vigorous growth if rain falls soon. 
These same drought conditions have been 
reported from all directions. In some 
sections of Shantung, it is reported that the 
cotton and wheat crops are almost. entirely 
destroyed; they will not be worth gathering 
But within the last few days we are glad to 
hear that rain has fallen in many sections, 
which is a great blessing in more ways than 
one. 
Continued Drought and Cholera, 
The amount of water in the streams is 
yery small which interferes seriously with 
inland transportation and trade, Ia. such 
conditions the water is not the best for 
domestic pt , and it is safe tosay that 
the entire riverine population depend on 
the streams for their supply of this ne- 
cessary article. As usual, the drought 
conditions are in some way connected in 
the general Chinese mind with the presence 
ofthe foreigner, and we have had the 
regular crop of rumours of the removal of 
hearts and eyes of late; and especially so 
since the appearance of cholera among us 
and the efforts of the Tientsin Provisional 
Government to deal with and stamp out 
the disease. Their prompt and vigorous 
action was not understood nor appreciated 
by the Chinese, whose superstition and 
suspicion fit them to believe anything 
Madam Rumour sees fit to’ impose’ upon 
them, and nothing can absolutely disillusion 
them, and there are always those who are 
‘00 ready to make capital of the sim- 
of the people. ‘Then too, while the 
efforts of the Tientsia Provisional Govern- 
ment were well meant, and as well 
directed as was possible perhaps in 
the circwmstances, the native police 
were not always reliable, and the 
foreign superintendents and those in 
charge of the natives, were not acquninted 
with the language, the prejudices, the cus- 
toms or the habits of the people, and hence 
were sometimes hasty, arbitrary and 
unreasonable, so that at one time when the 
“scare” was at its height there was a great 
deal of excitement in the city, enough in 
ordinary times, with no protection, to have 
produced a riot. ‘This is all happily passed, 
sickness is on the decrease, and matters are 
settling back into their ordinary channels, 
‘The wonder erhape is, that tho Tientsin 
Provisional Government has succeeded so 
well in its very trying, abnormal, and 
misunderstood situation.” We long for a 
good rain, but not a flood.

Of course the result is favourable 
to the alien post, but as an onlooker I 
have no opinion to express. Should the 
present complication result in the exclu- 
sion of the Chinese Imperial Post from the 
more speedy transmission of its mail by 
rail, the situation will certainly be unfor- 
tunate for that particular service. We 
hope the matter may be so adjusted as to 
allow equal terms to both postal systems. 


A United College 

for teaching arts and sciences, with spe- 
cial schools for theology and medicine is 
hoing seriously considered by the English 
Baptist and American Presbyterian Mis- 
sions that have for many years been work- 
ing sido by side in this Province. The 
proposition is to make the new Arts Col-

Waiting for Peace. 

On Wednesday Mr. Balfour is to tell us 
finally whether we are to have poace. Of 
that there is only the “ shadow of a doubt.” 
In spite of all warnings not to be too 
sanguine everybody is confidently expecting 
that it will be peace. Whether that cou- 
fidence is well placed your readers will 
know long before this letter reaches them. 
‘At presont the Boer loadersare at Vereenig- 
ing communicating to the delegates the 
results of their conference with Lord Kit- 
chener and Lord Milner. If pence is con- 
cluded, the only people dissatistied will be 
the Boer Junta in Europe. Dr. Leyds has 
Deen compelled to adinit that he knows 
uothing of what is going on. Whether the 
British authorities in South Africa have 
declined to recogaise the Junta, or whether 
the Boer leaders have themselves refused to 
allow their future to depend in any way 
on Mr, Kruger and the others who sons! 
safety in fight has yet to be seen. 
Peace and the Budget. 

Mr. Balfour created considerable sensa- 
tion three days ago by announcing the 
postponement of the Finance Bill on the 
ground that it would be inconvenient 
to discuss the Budget “while other 
things wre in the balance.” What he 
meant of course was ‘while peace and 
war are in the balance ;" but the con- 
clusion to which most people came was 
that there were differences of opinion in 
the Cabinet as to what course should be 
adopted in regard to the Budget if peace 
were declared. Last night Mr. Balfour 
referred to these conclusions and ch: 
acterised them as an_absurd deduction 
from his statement. He did not, however, 
deny in so many words that there were 
differences of opicion in the Cabinet. 
When Sir Michael Hicks-Beach _ in- 
troduced his Budget he explained that 
even if the war came to an end sooner 
then was expected all the _ money 
he asked for would still be required, as the 
cost of pacitica'ion, of bringing home troops 
aud of distributing bonuses among thew 
would be great. But he can hardly have 
contemplated the conclusion of the war 
before the Finance Bill wes passed. The 
com tax and the extra penny on the income 
tax together scarcely cover a month's war 
expenditure, and there seems good ground 
for believing that there is at least a section 
of the Cabinet in favour of abandoning the 





























corn duty, if not the extra income tax. 
Possibly, however, the whole Cabinet has 
agree! to drop the tax. There can be no 
question of the unpovutarity of the tax 
among the mass of the electorate, and 
very little doubt that to it the Goverament 
owe their recent defeat in the by-election 
at Bury. 


The Liberals’ Opportunity. 

‘To-day Lord Rosebery is making a sreat 
speech at Leeds, and the line which he 
will adopt may be gathered from a speech 
which he made at the National Liberal 
Club on Saturday. The “Times,” which 
has loudly championed Lord Rosebery 
as the coming leader of a strong 
patriotic Imperialist opposition is deep] 
disappointed at this speech, though it i 
dificult to see why. Lord Rosebery has not 
modified in the smallest degree his recent 
pronouncements on the warand HomeRule. 
He believes the war to be just and Home 
Rule to be impossible ; but in the main he 
is strongly opposed to the Government. 
If he were not, what chance would he have 
of becoming “leader of the Opposition 
Party! Lord Rosebery condenms the Go- 
vernment for their refusal of an enquiry at 
the present time into the Remounts 
seandals, aud for their action in regard to 
Mr. Cartwright, who, it will be remember- 
ed, was refused permission to leave South 
Africa after he had served his sentence for 
libelling Lord Kitchener. He denounces

for a strong and united attack upon the 
Government such as has not been open to 
them since they were last in power. ‘The

Barbarism. 
Sir Henry Campbell-Banuerman was 
booked to address a Liberal meeting two 
days later ; but to the disappointment of 
the party yenerally he entirely ignored Lord 
Roscbery’s speech and devoted the greater 
part of his speech to another long winded 
and unconvincing defence of his attitude 
in regard t» the conduct of the war. He 
still maintains that he has said nothing in 
derogation of the British Army, and that 
what he decribed as methods of barlsrisin 
were duties imposed on the army by the 
Government and carried out by the soldiers 
with faithful discipline but with loathing 
and disgust. Everybody knows of course 
that farm-burning and the other “methods , 
to which Sir Henry objects ave military 
measures for which the military authorities 
and not the Government must be primarily 
responsible ; but Sir Henry  porsi-t- 
ently ignores this fact and then complains 
bitterly heeause he yets no credit for his 
repeated protestations that. he honours the 
army. However, on the Education Bill 
the Corn Datyand other matters of practiea 
polities he and Lord Rosebery are at one ; 
and there is very little doubt that when 
peace has been declared x reconciliation 
between them will be effected.

‘To-morrow, 
with ten wickets to fall, they have 33% 
runs to make to avert a single innings 
defeat; and they have now shown such 
wonderful powers of pulling a match out 
of the fire that no one would like to 
bet much against a draw even, if the 
weather should be fine. Of course the 
match will be in no sense ‘a test,” since 
the visitors have had all the bad luck ; 
but it will nevertheless raise our hopes of 
gaining at least the “rub,” and it isa 
triumph for Rhodes, to whose bowling the 
Australian collapse was mainly due.

ELECTRIC TRAMWAYS AND MOTOR 
OMSIBUSES 

In April last the Council requested the 
President of the Institution of Civil En- 
gineers to appoint an independent expert 
to report on this question. 

The following Report has been submit- 
ted by Mr. J. Swinburne, M. Inst. CE. 
the expert appointed, and_is forwarded 
by the Council for publication. 















The question on which I have been 
«l to report, is 

“Whether any motor omnibus uuder- 
: works well compared with 
‘stems of clectrie traction.” 

Several maps, plans, photographs and 
various particulars relative to Shanghai 
e been submitted to me and. I have 
alo gained information regarding the 
conditions obtaining in Shanghai from a 
gentleman acquainted with the town. 

I gather from the pamphlet of the Pro- 
posed Tramway Concession, that the Mu- 
al Council desires the report to as- 
their decision in accepting tenders for 
the installation of a traction system and 
not with any view of undertaking the 
work themselves. 

In dealing with the various systems, 
therefore, I will consider more particular 
ly the advantages likely to acerue to the 
Municipality, when the undertaking is 
worked by an independent. party. 

L have thought it best to give a wide 
interpretation to the question submitted 
to me, rather than risk the omission of 
information which might prove  service- 
able, by restricting my report to too nar- 
row ‘limits. 
jpalotor sinibuses may bo classed as fol- 
low: 
(1) Omuibuses carrying their own sourco 
power. 

(a) Electric. 

(b) Petrol. 

(©) Steam (with coal or oil fuel). 

(2) Electric omnibuses obtaining power 
from an overhead line, being in fact elec 
tric trolley cars without rai 

All these syvtems are comparatively 
new, and somo are now being worked on- 
Iy in isolated cases or not at all. 

Electric cars, deriving their energy 
from accumulators on tho cars, have been 
tried and have generally proved failures 
financially. Both in London and in Paris 
electric cabs were tried and abandoned. 
They have now been put on the streets in 
Cologne, but have been running only a 
very short time. I know of no omnibus 
system worked by electric cars. 

Petrol omnibuses have proved more 
successful. A service has been running 
in London for some months of waggon- 
ettes from Piccadilly Circus to Putney, 
so at Folkestone, Bournemouth, Tun- 
bridge Wells, Portsmouth ; there’ are al- 
so some services running on the Con 
ent, for instance, the service run by Die- 
trich and Cie. from Luncrille to Blamont. 
These petrol omnibuses are all of small 
size. carrying from 8-12 passengers. 

Steam omnibuses have hitherto always 
been employed for heavy loads or for cars 
of large seating capacity. Thornycroft: 
Goublo-decked omnibuses have been run- 
ning on trial in London for two or three 
months, from Hammersmith to, Oxford 
Circus; the car seats 36 persons. Some De 
Diou-Bouton steam cars are running in 
+pain. Trials, in which my partner, Mr. 
Baillie took part, were made on the Italian 
Riviera, of steam char-a-banes seating 
24 persons. 

Fora town service omnibusesseating 20-30 
persons are essential, and I know of no 
service of cars of this size, carrying their 
own source of power, except steam-cars. 

The principal advantages of omnibuses a3 
compared with tram-cars fre :— 


(1) The omnibus is not confined to a fixed 
line of rails and consequently does not 
impede the tallic to the same extent as a 
tramear. "I 

(2) There is nv overhead construction, 
which in certain cases may be objectionable, 
in spoiling the appearance of the street, and 
in impeling the use of fire-escapes. Further

(4) The capital required for the under- 
taking is comparatively small, 

(5) In the exse of the undertaking proving 
a failure finaucially, the omnibuses (whieh 
represent the major part of the capital ex- 
pended) ean be removed and run in another 
localit 

(6) The lines of. route can be varied at 
will, and, if required, changed according to 
the’ season. On special occasions “and 
holidays, a service can be run temporarily 
along any route. A service can be institut- 
ed along a new route without hesitation, and 
if found not to pay expenses, the carsean be 
changed to another route. With tramears, 
the heavy eapital expenditure of laying the 
permanent way requires the assurance of 
sufficient traffic befvre a new route is insti- 
tuted, 

(7) Rails, which are objectionable to 
other wheeled traflic, are avoided by the 
use of omnibuses. 

(8) The danger attendant on the break- 
age of trolley wires is absent in an omni- 
bus service. 

(9) The possibility of damage to. tele- 
phone and telegraph apparatus is absen 
but may occur with an overliead troll 






























wire by a telephone and telegraph wire 
breaking and falling across the trolley 
wire. 


‘To examine these points in detail, and 
in reference to the town of Shanghi 

(2) The freedom of an omnibus is only 
important where the trallic is congested 
or where the roads are narrow. In the 
coutral parts of London the hindrance to 
other traftie which tramears would prove 
prohibits their use, and this objection is 
felt very much in certain districts, such 
ay Islington, where the tratfic is consider- 
able. 

T have carefully examined on the plans 
the routes in Shanghai along which it is 
proposed to run services, and have in- 
formed myself of the nature of the traffie 
‘along them. From what I understand of 
the conditions, and from the fact that 
the arrangement. of streets londs itself to 
a convenient disposition of loop lines 
where the streets are narrow, I do not 
think that there would be auy objection 
to the employment of tramears on this 
score. 

T note in the published conditions of the 
proposed tramways, that three bridges 
must be widened, and five others if the 
track be double. With omnibuses, it 
would probably be unnecessary to widen 
all these. Strengthening of ihe bridges 
would probably be as necessary for omni- 
buses as for tramears. 

(2) From the description of “ Present 
Elcetrical Undertaking “ in the conditions 
published for the proposed tramwags I 
seo that the electric lighting wires are 
carried on wooden poles. From this I con- 
clude that, the Municipal Council would 
have no olijection on aesthetic grounds to 
standards for trolley wires. 

As regards possible disturbance of the 
telephone, I see on page 282 of the Annual 
Report of the Shanghai Municipal Council, 
1997, that trouble had been experienced 
from the electric light circuits, which in 
the Foreisn Settlement carry, alterna'e 
currents. T note further that the Telephone 
Company was, at the end of 1817, erecting 
a common metallic return, and was engaged 
in negotiations with a view to crecting 
individual metallic returns. Also that the 
Municipal Council is offering a concession 
for an improved telephone service. 

Tconclide therefore that, if not already 
done, individual metallic cireuits will be 
installed in thenear future, and co:isequent- 
Iy that overhead tramway lines would not 
be objectionable on this score. 

(3) The injury caused to. 
pipes through electrolysis by leakage cur- 
Tents may be serious if precautions be not 
taken to keep the diflerence of potential 
between the rails and earth everywhere

‘The Board of Trade rules which are specifi- 
ed by the Municipal Council enjoin limits to 
the difference of potential which in my 
opinion render the electrolysis negligible 
iu amount. The danger increases with the | 
size of pipes and their proximity to the rails. 
I gather that in Shanghai, though the 
metal pipes are laid near the surface, that 
theirsizes are small, and if the Board of 
Trade regulations be followed, I do not 
think it Tikely that the pipes would be 
appreciably injured. 

(4) and (5), These points are more closely 
connected with the undertaker’s interests, 
than with those of the Council. 

It must, however, be remembered that in | 
the case of a tramway large capital expendi- 
ture on permanent way and overhead 
construction constitutes a very. substantial 
guarantee of the good faith of the under- | 
takers. The capital is practically no: 
recoverable, and any undertaker would 
make the outlay only after assuring himself 
of a probable return of, say, 7% at least. 
Even if the enterprise’ proved a failure 
financially his estimate would hardly be so 
far wrong that the return was less than one 
or two per cent, and at this figure it would 
always be worth his while to continue 
working the service, rather than lose the 
capital. 4 

On the other hand, in an oimibus under- 
taking, the excess of receipts over expenses 
need be but small to pay interest on the 
comparatively small capital. — Consequently 
if the receipts be but slightly less than 
those expected, the undertaking may return 
an unremunerative interest, or even run at 
loss. In such a ease the undertaker would 
probably cease running the service and 
remove the cars, or, if the Council have 
Tien over them, go into liquidation. 

‘An abandonment of the enterprise is of 
course injurious to the town and the Coun- 
il; if the service ceases, the public suffers 
inconvenience, and the fact that one enter- 
prisc has failed depreciates the value of the 
Coneession. 

The advantages attributed to omnibuses 
under (4) and (5) must then be regarded as 
advantages to the undertakers, but as dis- 
advantages from the point of view of the 
Council. In the case of an omnibus under- 
taking the Council might find it advisable 
to modify the foot note to clause 44, in the 
conditions for the proposed tramways. 

(6) The possibility of trausferring omni- 
buses from one line of route to another is « 
very real advantage. It enables the routes 
where a service is reilly needed to be deter- 
mined by experiment. ‘The importance of 
this advantage would of course be different 
in different towns, aud in the case of 
Shanghai the Council is best able to estimate 
its value. 

(7) The objection to rails is that wheels 
of carriages when crossing them at an acute 
angle may be caught either against the side 
of the rail or in the groove, and pass over 
with a jerk which is injurious to the carri 
age, aud which increases the difficulty. of 
threading in and out of trattic. Cate! 
in the groove of the rails affects carriages 
only, not carts or other broad-wheeled 
vehicles, and with the narrow grooves now 
usual is but little felt. Catching against 
| the sides of the rails is le only when 
| the road is out of repair, and is worn down 
near the rails. It affects all kinds of 
vehicles, but the remedy is obvious. | 

(8) Trolley wires are always liable to | 
| break, and their rupture cannot be cuarded 
lag Any danger from breakage is | 
| practically confined to that of electric | 
| shocks to persons and horses. The ordinary 
| pressure of 500 volts is injitrious to persons 












































































































jouly in. exceptional eases, or when zood 
contact is made to both poles. Fatal acci- 
dents have oocurvel, but are very rare. and 


in comparison with the inevitable accidents 
in running down foot-passenzers are negli- 
gible. Accidents due to electric shock when 
not fatal are unimportant. 











Horses are more sensitive to electric 
shock than persons, but cases are rare 
where horses have been killed. 2 

(9) This danger can be guarded against 
by the use of guard wires and other protec- 
tive devices, and, if proper precaution be 
taken, the risk of injury is very swall. 

Twill now turn to the disadvantiges of 
omnibuses compared with tramea 

‘These may be enumerated as follows :— 

(1) Omnibuses wear the Council 
while tramears wear the undertakers 

(2) The noise occasioned by omnibuses 
considerable, both from the engine 
gears and from the passage along the road. 

(8) Petrol and off tired ents may give rise 
to smell. 

(4) The running of an omnibus on roads 
is not nearly so smooth as that of a tramear 
on rails. For this reason omnibuses are less 
comfortable to passengers both on account 
of the jolting, and of the rattling of windows, 
ete., caused by it. 

(5) By reason of the complexity of the 
machinery omnibuses are more liable to 
break down than tramears. (This does not 
apply to electric cars), 

(6) Omnibuses are subject to “skidding” 
more especially on wet and slippery roads. 

To examine these poiuts in grester de- 
tail:— 

(1) The wear and,tear to the road by the 
passage of heavy motor vehicles is consider- 
able, and is increased in the ease of an 
omnibus which has continually to stop and 
start, ‘The weight of a motor omuibus is 
considerable, being from 1} to 3 tons accord- 
ing to size; the force required to move this 
is all exerted between the rim of the wheel 
and the road, and causes wear by the slip of 
one over the otlier. ‘This is tho cause of 
wear of rails by tramear wheels. With 
onmnibuses there is the further cause of wear 
due to the hammering of wheels on the road 
eausod by over irregularities. 

‘The wear is less with rubber tyres, and 
very much less with pneumatic tyres. 

@) ‘The noise accompanying onmnibuses 
be divided into that due to the 
inery and that caused by auy heavy 
vehicle passing along a road. 

In electric cars, the machinery noise is 
small, aud similar to that in tramears, In 
steam cars, the noise is more, but when new 
not excessive. It may however become 
objectionable if the engine and gears be not 
kept in good repair. In petrol cais, the 
noise is generally far greater, and when 
the parts are worn may be very objection. 
able. 

‘The noise caused by the car itself depends 
of course very much on the nature of the 
road, and the conditions of its surfice. Tt is 

reatly in excess of any horse-drawn vehicle, 
because the car is equal in weight to the 
heaviest carts or vans, and yet goes at a 
greater spe than light carriages. Further 
the multiplicity of parts gives rise to rattling, 
which increases as the car becomes worn, 
As with the wear on roads this latter noise 
is less with rubber tyres and very much less 
with pneumatic tyres. 

With tramears the noise is due (putting 
aside the hum of motors and gears as 
negligible) to the ear running over the 
rails, and to the trolley wheel running 
along the wires. Neither noise is sufficient 
to be objectionable, and a tramear in this re- 
spect is certainly ‘less objectionable than a 
horse omnibus. 

(3) Neither clectrie or coal-fired steam 
cars give rise to smell. Petrol and oil-fired 
steam cars do not necessarily smell, but the 
fact remains that they very frequently do 
leave a trail of petrol odowr behind them. 
This is more especially so with petrol cats, 

(4), Smoothness of running is I think the 

ineipal advantage which tramears possess 
over omnibuses, and it isa very important 
advantage, Comfort and speed are the two 
ts for tempting passengers, and the large 
increase of traffic which invariably follows 
where an electric tram service is substituted 
for a horse omnibus service is in my opinion 
as much due to the former as to the latter. 
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With omnibuses the smoothness of run- 
ning depends very much on the condition of 
the road. Roads are usually allowed to wear 
to a certain point and are then relaid; it is 
generally impracticable to keep a road per- 
manent ly in good repair by continual “touch- 
ing up.” Before re-laying, the jolting of a 
two-ton vehicle, going at say ten miles per 
hour, inay be very wapleasant. 

Petrol cars have an objectionable feature, 
in respect to shaking, which is not shared 
by electric or steam cars ; this is that when 
the car is stopped the motor coutinues to 
run loos», and, as it receives a motive 
impulse once only in 8 or 10 revolutions, 
the shaking of the car cousequent on the 
irregular motion is very unpleasant. 

In any closed omnibus, the rattling is | 
enerally enough to make conversation | 
ficult, but as with the noise, this and the 

jolting ‘are less with rubber aud very much | 
less with pneumatic tyred-wheels. i 

(5) The consideration of trustworthiness | 
is a very important one, but existing motor | 
omnibus services have proved fairly satis- 
factory in this respect. Freedom from 
Dren's:lown depends perhaps more on carefial 
supervision than on anything else, and a 
well managed ommbus service can be 
made sufficiently trustworthy. It must be 
noted too that the breakdown of a trame: 
is liable to disturb the ser more than 























one occurring to an omuibus, 
(G) All motor vehicles are subject to 
id 


“skidding” when turning sharply, 
when the tyres are pneumatic, the liabili 
to skid is increased. In ordinary ruuning, 
‘a capable driver should be able to avoid 
skidding, and the only danger likely to 
arise from it is at the hands of an unskilled 
Griyer, or when turning sharply to avoid a 
collision ; this, though, is just the time when 
askid may haye serious Consequences. 

With trameus of course line skidding is j 
impossible. 

n discussing these points, I have not 
touched on tivo questions of considerable 
importunco, uamely, specs and ability to 
stop quickly. 1 do not think that’ the 
advantage lies with any particular system in 
respect of these. 

Speed, m a town service, depends main- 
ly on the power available in starting and 
quickly getting up speed, and is really a 
question of the horse power in the car per 
ton weight. Electric and steam cars have 
an advantage over petrol cars in starting 
power, in that their motors are capable 
of exerting a large force when starting. 
Petrol movors have not this advantage, 
and must resoré to se we of variable 
gears, which enable the reduction of 
speed between n:otor and wheel to be 
greater when stating than when running 
normally. ‘The e variable gears answer 
tho purpose weil, but are a source of 
trouble and exnense. 

As regards ability to stop quickly, both 
tramears and u.otor cars can be fitted 
with brakes so powerful as to hold the 
wheels stationary. The limit of braking 
power is reached then, when the car/ 
wheels skid instead of turning. Tramears 
skid along the rails rather more readily | 
than do motor omnibuses, so that the | 
latter have a slight advantage in this res- | 
Both kinds of car however can stop | 
far more quickly than any horse-drawn 
vehicle. 

‘The financial side of the question may 
not have a very direct interest for the 
Municipal Council, but indirectly it claims | 
their attention. A service to be success-| 
ful from the point of view of the travel- 
ling public should be successful also from 
the undertaker's point of view. If it be 
not so, the undertakers struggle after 
economy, dimini-h the staff to a minimum, | 
neglect to repair cars, and in general give 
a far less satisfactory service than when a 
good profit admits of a more far-sighted 
policy. 

‘The financial results of motor-omnibus 
services cannot be predicted with any cer- 
tainty, as the experience gained does not 










































yet furnish sufficient data for an exact es- 
timate. The doubtful part is the cost of 
repairs and maintenance. In electric 
tramways this is a very important item, 
forming as it does about one half of the 
total running expenses. In motor omni- 
bus services, the running expenses aro 
considerably higher, as are also the re- 
pair and maintenance expenses. 

These expenses then will bear much the 
same proportion to the total expences in 
the two systems of traction, and until ex- 
perienge has shown what percentage 
must be allowed for repairs and mainte- 
nance, ang estimate of the cost of running 
must be regarded as approximate only. 

In English electric tram services the 
costs are published yearly, aud from tho 
returns Ihave found that the average ex-

“Many figures of costs are avail 
deduced from trial runs and from 
ates compiled by manufacturers. but 
these must always be regarded as ideals 
of a lofty nature. 

I mag quote two instances ; one is giv 
en by Dietrich and Cie. relative to motor 
omnibuses similar to those the company 
is running on a service from Luneville to 
Blamont. The cars scat 12 persons.

Those figuras are given as estimated, 
not as the actual results of the service, 
and allow for no spare cars. 

Another set of figures are given by tho 
Thornycroft Steam Waggon Co. relating 
to their large double-decked steam omni 
bus which is now running between Ham- 
mersmith and Oxford Cireus. ‘The omui- 
bus seats 36 persons. It is assumed that 
fone spare omnibus is kept for every six 
omnibuses in service.

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Ihare been able to ascertain the run- 
ning expenses of a service of motor omni- 
buses which has been running perhaps 
longer than any other; the figures hare 
been communicated to me in confidence 
and I am not at liberty to state their ori- 
gin, but the cars are petrol driven and 
hold 2 persons: their prime cost is £500.

‘These figures obtained from actual com- 

mercial work are very different from the 
estimates I gave previously, and are moro 
trustworthy. They relate however to pe- 
trol cars, and restilts of trials have shown 
that for heavy omnibuses, which run regu- 
larly, coal is very much cheaper fuel than 
petrol. 
Assuming however thet the cost wero re- 
duced by 2d. per car-mile by the use of 
steam cars, the running costs of an 8 seat 
omnibus are very high compared with the 
average of a 30 seat tramear, even taking 
to account the interest on capital ex- 
penditure. 

No comparison, however, can be fairly 
made without stating condit In the 
se of a long interurban line, where the 
headway would be large, the interest om 
capital per car-mile would be very heavy 
in the case of a tramear, and the 
running — costs including this in- 
terest might be higher for a tramear 
service than for 2 motor omnibus service. 
he other extreme is a town s¢ 
a headway of a few minutes only. 
the interest on capital per cw 
very small, and the tramear srry 
a decided advantage. 

This indicates that heavy tratic

Nos. (4 and (3) are, from the Couneil’s 
point of view disadvantages rather than 
advantages. 

Nos, (8) and (9) are not of sutticient 
importance to turn the scales in favour 
of ono or the other system. 

There remain (3), (6) and (7) as be 
in my opinion, the principal advantages. 

If the gas and water companies make no 
opposition to a tramway concession, (3) 
is an advantage only to the undertaker 
not to the Council, the Council's drain 
pipes and sewers being all of concreto or 
stoneware. In any case serious electroly~ 
sis is avoided by following the Board of 
Trade regulations. 

Tho absence of rails is an undoubsed 

advantage, though with small grooves and 
well-kept ‘roads, they are not very ob- 
jectionable. ; ; 
The flexibility of an omnibus service and 
the power of varsing routes at will con- 
stitutes I think the only real and impor- 
tant advantage which an omnibus service 
possesses over a tramway. 

Turning now to the v 
(5) and (6) need not weigh much in 
ing on the system.

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When the service is more a country or 
suburban one, the conditions change 
somewhat, The noise of omnibuses is less 
when the roads are more open, and there 
are fewer inhabitants to object to it. Dis- 
comfort too may be of less importance, as 
insuburban routes the passengers are 
generally more regular, being business 
men going to and from their offices. 
Cheapness, when a daily cheapness, is more 
important than discomfort. 

‘These two disadvantages however are 
minimised by the use of pneumatic tyres. 
Pneumatic tyres though are very costly 
in up-keep. and undertakers will if pos- 
sible avoid employing them. Still some 
compensation is obtained for their heavy 
maintenance, in lessened wear and tear of 
the cars, and their very great advantage 
is easily realised by the bicyclist who can 
recall the days of solid ty 

An_ intermediate course 
adopting, solid rubber tyres, 

OF the different kinds of omnibuses— | 
electric, petrol or steam—the electric is 
undoubtedly best. from the passenger's | 
point of view, but the expense of main- 
taining the accumulators has ruined all 
the enterprises with which T am acquaint- | 
ed, Accumulators, however. are making 
continual progress. and it is possible 
that in the near future electric omni- 
buses will prove a financial success. 
I think that the — tenders pro- 
posing these cars should reecive the 
Couneil’s careful consideration, but ven- 
ture to suggest that a substantial guarantee 
be required to prevent premature aban- 
donment of the enterprise. 

Petrol omnibuses have not hitherto, as 
far as I am aware been made in 
sizes, An omnibus therefore. seating 25 
or more persons, must be regarded as to 
some extent an experiment, and I think 
the Council would be wise in requiring a 
trial before accepting a tender proposing 
such cars, 

Steam omnibuses, in the present state 
of the industry, give, in my opinion, most 
promixe of success.’ If coal-fired, they 
have no offensive smell; in general the: 
are less noisy than petrol cars (though the 
noisiness in all cars varies with the make) ; 
the cost of fuel is lower, and large cars, | 
suitable for town service, are now on the | 
market. 

In tho above, Ihave given the argu- 
ments for and against motor omnibuses in 
detail, so that the Municipal Couneil may 
have before it facts on which to base their 
opinion. Such opinion will have greater | 
value than one given by me, who am ignor- 
ant of local conditions and of the Coun- 
cil’s precise intentions. However, to con 
form to custom, I will give my own views 
‘on the matter as follow 

In a town which gives promise of sufi- 
cient traffic, a service of electric tramears 
ds preferable to one of motor omnibuses. 
In outlying portions of the town, where 
the traffic is lighter, the receipts may nov 
bo sufficient to make tram routes in theso 
parts pay for themselves. The tramway 
service is on this account restricted to the 
more frequented streets, and it is prob- 
able in fact, that in most town tramway 
systems, the best routes are worked at a 
good profit, while others are worked at a 
Joss. Such’ routes, however, could be effi- 
‘ciently and profitably worked by a ser 
vice of motor omnibuses, for in their case 
the headway can be increased with propor- 
tionate decrease in costs, while in the case 
of tramways increase in headway means 
decrease only in the running costs, and not 
in the comparatively large standing char- 
ges. For these reasons a town might best 
be served by a combination of the sys- 
tems tramears being run in the more fre- 
quented streets, and motor omnibuses in 
the less frequented. Such a combination 
would enable a larger area and more 
streets to be served by one or the other 
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system, than would be financially possible 
with a tramear system alone. 

At the commencement of the report I 
made mention of a system of motor omni- 
buses not carrying their own source of 
power. Two such systems are now work- 
mg, cach in a single case. 

‘The cars are similar in every respect to 
an electric tramear, with the exception 
that the wheels are tyred for road run- 
ning and have steering gear; the power 
is supplied by a double trolley line sup- 
ported on poles in the usual wa: 

In one system the car is provided with 
‘two trolley poles which are capable of 
swivelling round in all directions, and 
enable the car to deviate from the trol- 
line without pulling the trolley off the 
wires. 

An inter-urban service is now being run 
in Germany on this system, «ut difficulties 
are encountered in keeping the trolley 
poles on the wires, in spite of their free- 
dom of motion, and the wear on the trol- 
ley wire due to the lateral pull of the pole 
is’ considerable. 

I do not think this system is practicable 
for any but a country service, whero a 
small traffic permits the cars to run for 
the most part undér the trolley wires. 

The second system is known as the 
“Lombard-Gerin,” and is worked on 
line from Fonfainebleau to Samois. In 
this a small chariot weighing 40 Ibs. runs 
along the trolley wires, and is connected 
to the car by a flexible conductor. The 
chariot is not pulled along the wires by 
the car, but is moved along by a motor on 
the chariot, vo arranged as to run it at 
the same speed as the car, whatever that 
may be. There is therefore no pull on 
the chariot, and no tendency for this to 
fall off the wires. 

One of my partners has examined the 
installation of this system in France, 
where it has run’ for nearly a year, and, 
so far ax is possible to form an opinion af- 
ter so short a time, he considers it suc- 
cessful. 

Comparing it with motor omnibus ser- 
vice worked by steam or petrol, the Lom- 
bard-Gerin car has the advantage over all 
cars in being less noisy, free from 
smell and of better appearance. ~ 

Compared with electric auto-motor cars, 
these cars have the advantage of being 
lighter by some two tons, representing the 
weight of accumulators required by the 
former. 

The principal adva 
in the fact that the system enjoys 
same cheap power as a tramway system, 
a power which is far cheaper than is pos- 
sible with the small and imperfect engines 
on an auto-motor omnibus. This would 
be more especially the case if the srstem 
were run in conjunction with an ordinary 
electric framway system, in the way I 
have suggested above, in speaking of auto- 
motor omnibuses. The same central sta- 
tion would then supply power to the 
tramears and to the motor omnibuces. 

The capital cost of erecting the trolley 
line may be put roughly at £1,000 per mile, 
That of installing permanent way, trolley 
line, and Bonding, at £7,000 per mile 
for ‘single track only. Given a central 
station then, the capital cost of the Lom- 
bard-Gerin system is comparatively small, 
and in the running expense: the heavy 
maintenance of permanent way is ab- 
sent. 

I think that this system is worthy of 
the Council's attention; if used in con- 
junction with a tramway system, I be- 
lieve it would be preferable in every re- 
spect to a service of petrol or steam cars. 
If the system adopted be one of motor 
omnibuses only, the Lombard-Gerin system 
might prove more expensive than a cer- 
vice of petrol or steam cars. The ques- 
tion could be decided onls in reference to 
particular cases. Tam confident though 
that it would be cheaper than a service 







































tage of course lies 
the 











of electric anto-motor cars, under any 
circumstances. 

I will conclude by saying that progress 
in motor cars is so rapid, that many of 
the statements and opinions expressed 
| above may need modifying in the course 
of a few years. 

To put the matter definitely, I am of 
opinion that it would be wise to adopt 
electrical tramway traction at Shang- 
lhai. It may be advisable to begin 
with the denser traffic, and to extend gra- 
dually until distriets'are reached where 
other systems, preferably working in har- 
mony with the electric trolley tramway, 
will pay better. Though I consider auto- 
mobile omnibuses have a great future be- 
fore them, and may eventually take the 
place of tramways, their future is too wn- 
certain for it to be wise to depend on 
them in Shanghai, and it is also too un- 
certain for it to be wise to delay a certainly 
remunérative undertaking in the hope that 
something better may develope.

Lt has enabled us to 
pay a 10 per cent dividend, to add £30,000 
to the General Reserve, and to carry for- 
ward upwards of £17,000 to next year’s 
accounts. The reason why no bonus was 
declared on this occasion, was that the 
money was required for our building pro- 
gramme, for which we have also utilised 
the balances of Reserve Account and 
Underwriting Account. 

We have thought it expedient to write 
our assets in China down to Is. 8d, per 
dollar, owing to the lower rates of ex- 
change current. since the commencement 
of this year, and for present purposes this 
is quite a safo basis, It is impossible to 
foresee what silver may go to in future, 
Dut already there has been some reaction 
from the lowest rate of exchange. If the 
average of 1902 should show any advance 
on Is. 8d., Exchange Reserve Account will 
benefit. by it.

| to the efféct that Chinese students in the 
United States have begun cutting off their

| Office have replied that Chinese students 
abroad may, on the ground of expediency, 
temporarily’ put on foreign costumes, but 
the fact of their cutting off their badge of 
| national distinction, the queue—really the 
| hadge of * bondage” inflicted by the Man- 

chu conquerors on the Chinese—is an 
infringement of the laws of the Manchu 
dynasty, for which reason H.E. Wu Ting- 
, fang has been instructed to give due warn- 
ing to the delinguent studentsin question. 
; AS result the students have been .ordered 
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to resumé the wearing of their queues, 
failing which they are to be deported to 
China, where some sort of punishment 
will be administered to. the refractory 
young men. Much adverse criticism 
against the government has been made by 
the majority of native newspapers publish- 
ing the above news, “xsif” say they, * the 
wearing of the queue preserves a man’s 
loyalty, Such is the superficiality of our 
present rulers. 

Japan, the Chinese “Mecca” of 


Education. 
It is the fashion now-a-days for Chinese 
ofall ranks and professions to go to Japan 
if they want to learn ansthing, from Tn- 
ternational Law, the Mil and other 
professions, etc., to handicrafts, as the 
Inaking of magazine rifles and field guns. 
Last week ten qualified artisans of the 
Kiangnan Arsenal, under Mr. Chén, an 
expectant prefect and Assistant Director 
of the Arsenal, left this city for Tokio for a 
course of practical study in the Imperia 
Tapanese Arsenal in that city, and these, 
it is reported, are to be the precursors of 
many others from other arsenals and arms 
fuctories in different parts of China. 


An Adviser on International Law. 
Apparently recognising their own pitiable 
ignorance of even the elementary principles 
of International laws and amenities, the 
Ministers of Foreign Aftairs at Pekir 
at last appealed to Japan for an expert to 
advise them in International law. It is 
reported that it was at first, proposed to 
engage either a British or a, German legal 
adviser to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
Init that when the news came to the ears 
of the rivals of Great Britain and Germany 
‘the determined but secret opposition made 
against the proposition was such that the 
timid and ignorant mandarins managing 
the international relations of the Chinese 
Empire became greatly alarmed and the 
matter was accordingly dropped.

At about five minutes past one o'elock on 
Satur the fire alarm of the 
ded four bells, notiliy- 
ing that a fire was in progress in the 
English settlement, and the glare reilected 
in the sky indiested that it was of large pro- 
portions. ‘The different. Fire Compan 
turned ont smartly, and it was asce:tained 
thatthe serne af the outbreak was located in 
on Road, at the junction of the Yang- 
ang Crvek, By the time the firemen 
ived the flames had a gond ho'd of a 
block of Chinese houses, and with such 
fiereeness did they spread that in a short 
time the buildings on both sides of Fokien 
Road were ablaze, At the earlier slages 
of the fire the water pressure was very 
poor, the jets hardly reaching t» the roofs 
of the houses, and of course the efforts of 
the firemen were severely handicapped. 
However the steam engines soon arrived, 
and when they got to work the improved 
pressure of wa'er e-abled the Brigvle to 
operate under more equal condilieux, and 
they soon began to get the flimes under 
control. The entire block of houses from 
the Creck to the first lane northward and 
to the alleyway eastward was utterly 
demolished, ‘excepting the fronts of the 
shops on th» north side ; and on the west 
side of Fokien Road the hones were 
burnt out to the same extent north- 
Allogethiy from thirty-five to 
y hongs and houses were destroyed, 
while tho contents only of a few of 
the shops were insured, the Sun and 
the Manchester Companies being interested 
to a small extent, The property belongs 
to David Sassoon’s and A. Cushny, and 
che loss is estimated at Ts. 11,000. - There 
have been three fires previously in this 
locality, and the blocks are marked red on 
the Insurance Companies’ plins, but the 
present outbreak is the most sevious that 
has occurred. On neither of the former 
occasions did the ss the road. 
Great as the damage was it was all effected 
within an hour, and at 2.15 a.m, there 
was hardly a spark to be seen. Several 
members of the Brigade had narrow 
escapes from injuries by falling wal's, A 
Iarze crowd gathered, but the police kept 
ample space clear for the firemen.

They 
answered that they could not pay the inter- 
est to the Yayu Bunk because they were not 
satisfied as to the legality of the assignment, 
‘There was a very long ‘correspondence be- 
tween legal representatives of the banks, in 
which objections were made by the Char 
tered Bank to various technical in- 
formalities, all leading to the conclusion 
that the assignment was not a good one and 
therefore could not be recognised. The 
objections went on for some time, and 
ultimately the Chartered Bank paid the 
interest. At that time no suggestion 
was male by the Chartered Bank that 
they had any claim to that money as 
security for Messrs. Warburton, Hunters 
and Co. In the year 1901a further claim 
was made on behalf of the Yayu Bank, 
The circumstances then had considerably 
changed. ‘They had changed to this extent 
that during the course of the correspondence 
of 1900 full notice had been given 
to the Chartered Bank of the compradore’s 
rights with regard to that swn and of 
the rights of the assignee. ‘Therefore when 
in the year 1901 the Yayu Bank put 
forward ‘a claim for the interest then due 
they made a claim upon persons who had 
received notice since the previous year 
that the money was security for the 
compradore’s performance of his agreement. 
The answer of the Chartered Bank was to 
the effect that they could not meet the 
application because this deposit had beeu 
assigned to them as security for transactions 
they had had with that firm. That brought 
into strong relief what he had said before—

At $ p.m. on Wednesday, the 20th 
day of the Chinese moon, T went across 
the river in a sampan, returning from Foo- 
chow Road. I wanted to cross to a jetty 
lower down, but was instead taken to the 
International Cotton Mill jetty. As T 






































| walked up from the jetty, the prisoner,

He had, however, a witness as 
to a previous assault. There was no 
corroborative testimony. 

His Worship said that unless the evi- 
dence as to the nrevious assault was cor- 
roborated, he could not hear it. 

Inreply to his Worship, Mr. E. W. 
Turner said he was present to give evi- 
dence as to defendant's previous 
character . 

His Worship said he would now hear the 
evidence for the defence. 

Boor Singh, cautioned, said—I am a 
watchman at the American Cigarette 
Factory. I know there is at the gate of 
the International Cotton Mill a notico in 
English, Chinese, and Hindustani, to the 
effect that no one can pass there. If a 
man lands at that jetty he cannot go in- 
side the fence.

three hours. Mr. George, who went the 
rounds that night, told me that there was 
the hut at half-past ten. I do 
not identify the complainant as the man 
who reported the matter to me; it was the 
other man who is sittine next to him. 

His Worship said that he found that the 
charge of indecent assult was not proved. 
There was the evidence of two witnesses, 
however, that an assault had beer com- 
mitted, and the defendant would k~ con- 
vieted of assault. He must 0 to prison 
for one month. 

His Worship thanked the Police for the 
assistance they had given him in the 
matter.

John Langford, Henry Ward, Joho 
Dillon, and H. 0. Seward were avain before 
the Court, remanded from the 3%th June. 
charged with burelarivusly breaking and 
entering into the dwelling house, Nu. 98, 
Bubbling Well Road, between 9.30 p.m. 
on the 27th and 12.30 a.m. on the 
28th June, and stealing | therefrom 























jewel'ery and other property to the value 
of $1,000. 

Langford pleaded guilty to entering the 
house and taking the greater part of the 
property out. 

Ward pleaded guilty to helping to carry 
away some of the property, but said he 
did not enter the house. 

Dillon and Seward said they did not 
enter the house, bat they were in the 
house where the stolen property was fund. 
Dillon admitted having received $5 of the 
proceeds of the robbery. 

James McKie, sworn, said: I left the 
Swimming Bath at half-past seven on the 
27th ult. and sent home one of the stolen 
articles, When I returned to the house 
this-article was missing. I wanted to wind 
my watch up on my return, but found it 
was missing. Next morning, when I awoke, 
Tusked my boy where the watch was, He 
looked into the wardrobe and round the 
bedroom and then found that several 
articles were missing. 

Mr. McKie then proceeded to state how 
he thought the house was entered, and re- 
ferred to certain marks on the upper and 
lower verandahs, and the fact that 
only the one bedroom was entered. He 
had called the Police Inspector's attention 
tothe marks. On the basement all the 
doors and windows were closed, but the 
bedroom windows might: have been open. 
He indentified the articles recovered as his 
property. 

etective-sergeant McDowell, sworn, 
said that at 1.80 p.m. on the 28th ultimo, 
Inspector Armstrong told him about the 
burglary, and gave him a small stick that 
had been found near the scene of the 
burglary. He then went to Hongkew 
and made enquiries as t» the move. 
ments of certain foreigners whom he 
suspected, He saw two of the defendants 
in the Broadway, and_one was walking up 
the Taiping Road. He saw the prisoner 
Ward exumining something in_his hand, 
and going up quietly, saw it was the 
stolen watch of which he had a des- 
cription. He then arrested Ward and went 
across the street to arrest the other man 











(Langford). He resisted, but was 
secured, and in the pockets of the 


two men was found the greater part 
of the property produced. He tien 
went into a Chinese house off’ Broadway 
and in it found the prisoners Dillon and 
Seward, and in the room was more of the 
stolen property. Dillon said : ** You've 
caught us fair; we'll go along gnietly.” 
Witness here produced « pawn ticket which 
he had found in the possession of one of 
the prisoners. On enquiring at the pawn- 
shop, he found that a gold chain had been 
pawned there by Langford for $20. He 
also found out that a sovereign had bern 
sold toa Japanese for $5. Lanzford had 
given witness a description of the whole 
affuir. He said that on Friday night 
the four jrisoners met on Fearon 
Road and agreed to go out and “lift” 
something. They decided not to take 
Seward. About 9 o'clock the other three 
went out to Bubbling Well Road, and 
on coming to No. 98, decided fo go 
in there, Dillon. stayed "a short distance 
away to keep watch. Langford and Ward 
went in, the former climbing the verandah. 
Langford stole the property and handed it 
down to Ward. Dillon was standing on 
the grass near by. Some Chinese came 
past and Dillon concealed himself, the 
others returning to Hongkew in rieshas by 
aback road. They wentto aChinese lodging- 
house off Broadway. On the way down 
they sold the sovereign to a Japanese for 
$5.00. On their return Seward was in 
bed; they gave him the stolen clothing 
and boots and told him to take charye of 
them. Langford and Ward went to a 
brothel for the night, and next morning 
went to a shop and pawned the watch- 
chain, ‘They returned to the lodging- 








house and gave Dillon $5.00 and Seward 
$2.00. Seward had stated that he was 
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present when the arrangements were made, 
and admitred receiving the i 
taking charge of the clothing. Ward had 
also made a statement almost corroborative 
of Langford’s story, as also had Dillon. 
‘Phe statements made by Langtord and 
Ward when arrested gave witness the 
necessary information for arresting the 
other prisoners. i 

At this stage His Honour complimented 
Detective-sergeant McDowell ve-y highly 
upon the skilful manner in which he had 
investigated the matter, and said that tie 
residents uf Shanghai were to be ¢ n- 
gratulat.d upon having so effective a staff 
of fo eign detectives. 

Langford and Ward »dmitted that the 
Aetective's story was practicaily correct. 

Dillon said that he went up the Bub- 
bling Well Road with the others, but did 
not keep wateh. Ho walked on and after~ 
wards went to the circus. 

Seward said that he refused to go with 
tho other prisoners on the night of the 
27th ultimo. On their return they 
brought in the clothing and told him to 
look after it, Langford afterwards gave 
him $2, 

Inspector Gibson, sworn, said that at 
2 p.m, on the 27th ultimo'he saw Dillon 
loitering at the junction of Carter and 
Bubbling Well Roads. At about a quarter 
to ten the samo erening he saw three of 
the prisoners on the Bubbling Well Road, 
near the Race Course. 

In reply to his Honour, the prisoners 
said that they camo here on the steamer 
‘Theodor and had 2 month’s board at the 
Sailors’ Home, after which their money 
was practically finished. 

In passing sentence, His Honour said 
that with regard to Seward thore wire 
several mitigating circumstances, m parl~ 
cular his youth and his evident mental 
condition. In the caso of all the prisoners 
thero was tho fact that they were on the 
beach here and could get no relief from 
any source. If they had come on an 
American ship, they could have obtained 
relief for six months from the Consulate. 
‘The Consular offico would devise means 
for getting Seward and Dillon away from 
Shanghai, but if they were ever found 
hero again the Police would be instructed 
to arrest them, and they would be brought 
up for sentence. As for Ward and Lang- 
ford, they were guilty of what in the 
United States was a very serious crime 
and for which tho punishment was very 
severe. The Court, however, did not like 
to sentence men to long terms of imprison- 
ment in this climate, but these two 
prisoners would have to go to prison for 
tivo yoars; the gaol in which the term 
was to be served would be decided unon 
by the Consular’ Office and American 
Government.

C. R. Holcomb was charged by the 
police with furiously driving a horse and 
trap to the common danger on the Nan- 
King Road at 8.10 p.m. on the 29th of 
June. 

Chief-Inspestor Ramsay and Inspector 
Wilson appeared for the police. 

PC. 168, Kallah Singh, cautioned, 
said: About 8.10 p.m. on the 20th ultimo 
Twas on duty on the Nanking Road. | I 
saw a horse and trap coming ‘from the 
direction of the Loongiei Bridge at a very 
fast pace. I called to the foreign driver 
to keep to the left side and signalled with 
my hand. After passing me he increased 
his pace and inclined to the right, collid- 
ing with a French soldier who was riding 
‘a bieycle in the opposite direction. 
blew my whistle and followed the trap as 
far as the Town Hall, but was unable to 
overtake it. I then returned and assisted 
PA 























Station. The soldier was injured and his 
bicycle broken. Tho soldier was riding 
near the footpath on the proper side of 
the road. 

P.C. 165, Kehar Singh, cautioned, gave 
corroborative evidence, adding that he 
was about 10 yards away from P.C. 168 
when he signalled and called out for the 
trap to keep to the left. The injured 
soldier was sent to the Military Hospital 
by Capt. Rose, of the Provost Guard. 

A. Vailo, of the Provost Guard, sworn, 
; I was riding up the Nanking Road 
on the night in question and when just 
beyond the Provost Station, 60 
paces, I met a carriage coming in the op- 
posite direction. I was about two metres 
from the kerb at the time, but the car- 
riage ran into me whilst Iwas trymg to 
get out of the way. I had no light. 1 
was going slow. I did not have my head 
down, T'was sitting up. I could not re- 
cognise the gentleman in the carriage as 
Twas run over and the carriage went on. 
The wheel of the bicycle saved me a great 
deal when the carriage went over me. 

Inspector Collins and two other witnes- 
ses called by Inspector Wilson were ob- 
jected to by Mr. Holcomb on the ground 
that they had not witnessed the accident. 

His Honour upheld the objection. 

C. R. Holcomb, sworn, said: At a few 
minutes after cight o'clock on Sunday

T had been on business, and got into my 
dog-cart. I passed a Sikh policeman in 


the middle of the Loongfei Bridge to the 
loft. ‘There were some four carriages 
ahead of me and I pulled to the right and 
passed them. I was not driving fast. I 
had no whip. The horse was just trotting. 
As I passed the carriages I met another 
Sikh in the road, just ax I was pulling to 
tho left. It was then the accident occur- 
red. A carriago and two men on bicycles 
wero coming towards me. One of the men 
went right across the road and bumped 
into my wheel. I drove on and did not 
think much of the accident. I do not 
think I ran over the man or I should 
have felt it. I saw no light. I had two 
lights in my carriage. The cyclist was 
going as fast as he could go. I ask that 
the case be dismissed as no case of furious 
driving has been shown. 

BE. W. J. Loureiro, sworn, said: T am 
employed at the Rnsco-Chinese Bank. On 
Sunday night, near the Metropole a dog- 
cart passed me, a cyclist came along and 
crashed into the dog-eart. The dog-cart 
passod me on my right, and was “only 
going at an ordinary speed. It could not 
be called reckless driving. 

Defendant—I think that sufficient testi- 
mony has been given to show there was no 
furious driving and I ask that the caso 
be dismised. ‘There was an accident, and 
T deplore accidents, but I am not to be 
blamed. ; 

‘His Honour—A great deal of caution 
should be used in driving in Shanghai. 
‘The different classes of horses made it 
difficult to drive as against little ponies 
in carriages when they are in front. In 
such cases a deal must be left to 
the judgment of the person driving, and 
caution was requisite. This is not a 
sorious cate and I will dismiss # with a 
caution to Mr. Holcomb to take care in 
the future in crossing from the wrong side 
of the road.
